At the celebration of “Bunker Hill Day” in Boston on 
June 18 prominent in the parade were the 236th Cana- 
dian Overseas Battalion, the New Brunswick “Kilties.” 
The British Union-Jack, carried and cheered through the 
streets of Charlestown, was given such a welcome that 
it became-a- feature of the holiday. At Bunker Hill

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THE SERVICE MONTHLIES. 

The leading article in the June number of the U.S. 
Naval Institute Proceedings is “The People’s Role in 
War,” by Lieut. H. H. Frost, U.S.N., which won the 
first honorable mention in the contest for the Naval In- 
stitute’s prize essay in 1917. Capt. David A. Hall, U.S. 
C.G., writes of “The Wreck of the U.S.S. De Soto” in 
November, 1867, this being followed by another paper by 
the same writer on “The Launching of the U.S.S. Monon- 
gahela” after she was thrown up on the shore of Saint 
Croix in the then Danish West Indies by the same tidal 
wave that wrecked the De Soto. Surg. W. H. Bell, U.S. 
N., discusses the “Principles of Administration” and 
Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., contributes 
another instalment of his “documentary history” of “Our 
Navy and the West Indian Pirates.” By Lieut. G. L. 
Schuyler, U.S.N., are two technical papers on “An Esti- 
mate of the Value of Accuracy of Pointing in Long-Range 
Naval Gunnery” and “The Relation of Mean Dispersion 
to Total Size of Salvo Pattern.” Lieut. J. W. Bunkley, 
U.S.N., discusses the “Droop of Guns.” . 

In the May-June number of the “Journal of the U.S. 
Artillery” is printed the paper by Capt. Howard L. Lan- 
ders, U.S.A., on “Initial Strategy on Our North Atlantic 
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Frontier,” which won the second prize in the essay com- 
petition of 1916. Other papers in the number are: 
“Anti-Aircraft Weapons,” by Major Elmer J. Wallace, 
C.A.C., U.S.A.; “Military and Naval Co-operation,” by 
Brig. Gen. John W. Ruckman, U.S.A.; and “The Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps in the Land Grant Col- 
leges,” by Capt. Robert R. Welshimer, U.S.A. 

The June number of the “International Military Di- 
gest” is even richer than usual in its review of the cur- 
rent literature of military science, particularly in the 
most recent developments of warfare abroad and in the 
increase of our Army under the expansion brought about 
by the National Defense Act and the preparations for 
taking an active part in the war abroad. 
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KEEPING THE RECORD STRAIGHT. 


In a recent issue of the Cleveland News there appeared 
an editorial entitled ‘Without a Hitch,” in which the 
writer indulged in some grave sarcasms over an editorial 
printed on page 1373 of our issue of June 16 on the “Se- 
lective Draft Registration,” in the course of which com- 
parison was made between the indifferent manner in 
which a state military census was carried out and the 
efficiency of Federal enrolment under General Crowder. 
The News makes the charge that in the Federal enrol- 
ment in Cleveland the supply of registration blanks was 
exhausted at many booths; that it was necessary to 
search the city for job printers prepared to turn out 
makeshift blanks in a hurry; and that some of the regis- 
tration places were closed for lack of supplies, due to 
the War Department’s failure to provide blanks enough. 

As the Cleveland News must have known, the supplies 
of blanks, records, ete., for the registration were furnished 
by the Government on the basis of estimates made by the 
Census Bureau. In many cities these estimates were far 
below the numbers of men brought out by the draft law. 
So far as Cleveland is concerned these facts are brought 
out in a letter written to the News by Hubert J. Turney, 
Judge Advocate General of the state of Ohio. General 
Turney points out that the estimates of the Census Bu- 
reau were confirmed by the local board of election of 
Cleveland and by the News itself, and on these estimates 
the distribution of supplies was effected. Owing to the 
fact that all these official and semi-official authorities 
underestimated the number subject to the draft supplies 
of blanks were exhausted. General Turney adds: “But, 
nevertheless, the confusion was slight. ‘The boards of 
election in Cleveland and other places acted efficiently and 
instantly. The writer was notified. Mail sacks of cards 
were sent by messenger, where train service permitted; 
and, in other places, cards were delivered by taxicab.” 
He pays a compliment to General Crowder, saying: 

“In comparison to the magnitude of the work, the fric- 
tion which developed through shortage was so very slight 
as to be negligible. Too great credit cannot be given to 
boards of elections like that of the city of Cleveland who 
so efficiently rose to the emergency; but this should in 
no way detract from the credit due to General Crowder. 
The system devised by him was an admirable one. It 
has worked, so far, well. General Crowder is one of the 
ablest lawyers and most efficient soldiers in the civilized 
world to-day. Admiration for the work which he has 
accomplished is not confined to the personnel of the Regu- 
lar Army alone, but is also present in the minds of every 
individual who has given thoughtful attention to the 
carrying out of his regulations as so far promulgated.” 
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THE “FOREST REGIMENT’—10TH RES. ENGRS. 


The same reasons which impelled the War Department 
to issue an entire set of new orders for the “reorganiza- 
tion’”’ of the nine regiments of Reserve Engineers as “Engi- 
neers, National Army,” has led to a similar reorganiza- 
tion of the 10th Engineers, designated as the “Forest 
Regiment.” As was described in our issue of June 23, 
page 1404, orders for the formation of these units were 
sent out before the approval of the last Army bill, and 
some fear was expressed that they might be considered 
for that reason illegal. To remove any chances for future 
embarrassment all ten regiments have been reorganized 
as part of the National Army. 

The roster of commissioned officers for the 10th Engi- 
neers, just announced, is headed by Lieut. Col. James A. 
Woodruff, C.E., U.S.A., and includes two Regular Army 
officers, fifteen foresters from the U.S. Forest Service, 
two from the British Columbia Forestry Bureau, one 
lumberman from the Indian Forest Service and fifteen 
foresters and lumbermen from private life. Capt. Beverly 
C. Dunn, C.E., U.S.A., will be adjutant, and Major W. 
B. Greeley, Engrs., O.R.C., will be on Colonel Woodrufi’s 
staff as aid in charge of organization and equipment. The 
remaining officers are: , ’

The regiment will convert available timber behind the

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IMPORTANCE OF JAMESTOWN NAVAL BASE. 


Additional data on the plans of the Navy Department 
for the establishment of a naval base in the vicinity of 
Chesapeake Bay show that the officers in charge of this 
matter regard it as of the first importance. Capt. Jo- 
siah S. McKean, U.S.N., Assistant for Matériel in 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy, when discussing 
the project recently before the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs of the House, told the members of that body that 
Chesapeake Bay probably was the most important area 
contained in the strategic plans of the Department. 
“Strategic studies of the Navy for many years have 
finally convinced all of us that the Chesapeake Bay is one 
of two, and probably the first of those two, very im- 
portant areas for our Navy to hold and for us to deny 
to the enemy’s navy,” he declared. “The one to the 
north is the Narragansett Bay-Long Island Sound re- 
gion. The other one is the Chesapeake Bay region. We 
have there a large body of deep water, industrial plants, 
the approach to the capital, the best drill grounds off 
the coast that we have anywhere, which we have been 
using for years for spring and fall target practice; we 
have the Norfolk Navy Yard there which, while out of 
favor at times in years past, is to-day recognized by 
the whole of the Service and by the reports of the 
General Board as one of the two primary navy yards and 
which will form one of the two primary bases on the 
East Coast.” 

Captain McKean recommended that certain subsidiary 
activities be removed from the Norfolk yard so that it 
might be more readily developed. ‘This would include 
the abandonment of St. Helena as a training station 
(“which is inadequate and unsatisfactory in every way”), 
the doing away with the receiving ships, the removal 
of fuel-oil storage facilities from the navy yard and 
the transfer of supply warehouses there to a new site. 

Secretary Daniels said to the same committee: “I 
have had first and last perhaps fifty boards to discuss 
naval bases and every board has always put Hampton 
Roads as the chief naval base.” To show just what ac- 
tivities would be provided for at the Jamestown site, 
excerpts from.a report made by Captain McKean were 
submitted. These include the following: Training sta- 
tion for 8,000 men. Submarine base for twenty sub- 
marines. Aviation operating base for a double coastal 
unit and for the operation of Zeppelins when we have 
produced this type. Coal piers, for barges awaiting 
fleet’s demands. Oil fuel storage, with piers piped for 
discharging cargo. Fleet storehouses, to accommodate all 
fleet stores ready for delivery and thus avoid rehandling. 
Mine and net storehouses, used in defense of the Chesa- 
peake. ‘Torpedo storehouses, reserve torpedoes for the 
fleet. Medical storehouse sufficient to completely equip 
an advance base hospital, at least one hospital transport, 
and reserve of these supplies. ‘This would also serve for 
fleet drill ground, for short drills, and as a mobilization 
camp for marines or other troops, to be transported over- 
seas on transports, convoyed by the fleet. 

The General Board of the Navy, when asked to report 
specifically on these plans, endorsed the entire project 
in unqualified terms. Rear Admiral C. J. Badger, as 
senior member of the board present, under date of 
June 12 wrote, in part: “The Pine Beach and 
Jamestown Exposition site has many advantages for a 
training station over the present one at the navy yard, 
Portsmouth, Va. With this site acquired for a training 
station the transfer of men between the training sta- 
tion and the fleet would be much facilitated. Further, 
the site in question has ample room for oil and coal, 
and supplies in convenient storehouses for the current 
requirements of the fleet. The business of the Norfolk 
Navy Yard as a manufacturing and distributing center 
for the fleet has expanded so rapidly that relief from 
congestion is now absolutely necessary; and this relief 
may be had by extension to include the Pine Beach and 
Jamestown Exposition site, to which the training station, 
oil fuel supply, some storehouses, and the destroyers and 
submarines, can be removed. A board, of which Vice 
Admiral Coffman was president, in 1915, strongly advo- 
cated its purchase by the Government as a base for des- 
troyers and submarines, and to relieve the exceedjngly 
bad landing facilities afforded the fleet at Fort Monroe. 

“The Chesapeake Bay region being especially well 
equipped, and being centrally located on our Atlantic 
coast, has, for both tactical and strategical purposes, 
been accepted by naval authorities as one of our prin- 
cipal operating bases for this coast. ‘The particular site 
on the bay to supply fleet needs must be selected with 
a view to existing commercial conditions and develop- 
ment, access to the sea, good anchorage and security 
in war. The vicinity of Norfolk satisfies more of these 
necessary conditions than any point on the Patuxent, 
James, or York Rivers, except as to security in war. But 
this disadvantage of Norfolk and vicinity is more ap- 
parent than real in the present, and should be ade- 
quately overcome in the future. ‘The protection which 
the proposed site enjoys is that which is now practicable 
for Norfolk, the presence of the fleet, the batteries of 
Fort Monroe, and the presence of a mobile army to 
protect Norfolk against a landing force. 

“To develop the utilities now available at the Pine 
Beach-Jamestown site elsewhere would take time; all 
time in the present emergency is the all-important fac- 
tor. The General Board is - f the opinion that the Pine 
Beach-Jamestown Exposition site should be acquired by 
the Navy as an extension of the activities of the navy 
yard, Norfolk. The proposed site is now partially 
equipped with buildings, sewerage, lighting, and water 
systems. It is conveniently located as the city of: Nor- 
folk is a source of many supplies required by the fleet 
and a good center of supply for labor, There is ample 
space for the shortage of fuel, both coal and oil, and for 
storehouses to carry supplies for current fleet require- 
ments.. The site is well adapted for training purposes, 
and the training of the men for the fleet may be ini- 
tiated more quickly there than at any undeveloped site 
on the James, York, or Patuxent Rivers. 

“The necessary use of this site for strictly naval pur- 
poses precludes the possibility of the assignment of any 
portion of it for use as a Marine Corps base and training 
grounds, for which purpose it would be entirely inade- 
quate and not at all suitable.” 
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A prominent worsted manufacturer in this country se- 
cured samples of the goods used in the uniforms of Ger- 
man soldiers recently captured. says the Textile World 
Journal.

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RELEASE THE FLEETS! 


No development in the war news since the definite 
alignment of the belligerent nations was assumed in 
the autumn of 1914 has had so concrete a foundation 
in common-sense or holds so practical a promise of far- 
reaching results as does the increasing demand that 
the next grand assault upon Germany be from the sea, 
or air and sea combined. The proposal of a sea offen- 
sive had the endorsement of eminent strategists even 
before the addition of the United States Navy to cap 
the already marked superiority of the Allied marine 
forces over those of their enemy. It is in accord with 
principles of economy in view of the fearful cost of 
minor advances on the land; official reports of casualties 
within recent months show an average of 10,000 per day. 
The annals of history ™need not be searched further 
than a half-century back to find added backing in pre- 
cedent. Grant's encircling armies held the Confederacy 
in a death-grip, but it was Farragut and his associates 
who broke the back of the resistance against him. Op- 
erations on the Mississippi, at Mobile, Wilmington and 
Charleston, gave a larger net result compared with cost 
in men and material than did any assault on land. 

During the past three years high ranking officers of 
our Army and Navy have frequently eypressed to us 
their belief that Great Britain, at. any time, could land 
troops on German soil “if she was ready to pay the 
price’; and have added that the price, computed with 
almost mathematical certitude, seemed small for the 
prize. ‘Compared with the task of forcing the Darda- 
nelles, that of forcing the German coast defenses and 
landing and maintaining a considerable force on those 
shores would really be a simple one,” asserted one of 
these officers. ‘There would be a price to pay, of course, 
but taken’ in its largest probabilities, this price would 
be small compared with the results.” 

The explanation given by the speaker and that held 
by a majority of officers with whom we have discussed 
this question was that Great Britain refused to risk 
her individual command of the seas, no matter what 
the possible prize might~be. Under-the present condi- 
tions, it is pointed out, the British fleet could in itself 
challenge any probable international coalition; depleted 
by a score of first class units this condition would dis- 
appear. The fact that the fleets of her Allies—the 
United States, France, Russia, Italy—-make for over- 
whelming superiority at this time has no bearing upon 
this theory as to England’s “National Policy.” There 
are so many factors entering into the problem that this 
theory as to the causes of a waiting naval policy is per- 
haps not altogether fair to our British ally, who learned 
caution through her experience at the Dardanelles. 

But certainly with the fortunes of half a score na- 
tions hanging on the result, no one national policy can 
or should be permitted to influence unduly the course of 
the present war. 

Germany’s Heel of Achilles may yet be found in the 
two hundred-mile arc that stretches from the coast 
of Denmark to the northern limits of Holland. The 
estuaries of Schleswig-Holstein must include many bays 
and coves that are lacking in prime defensive qualities. 
If not, Helgoland Bight itself might be assayed. The 


old-time interpretation of the phrase “impregnable” is 
too broad for use after the progress of the last three 
years, 

Winston Spencer Churchill, now one of the leading 
publicists of England, is an avowed advocate of the pro- 
posals of those who would have the next grand offensive 
led by the combined navies of Germany’s opponents. 
In a recent article in ‘““The Sunday Pictorial,” he said: 
“The Allied navies have to-day at least two dread- 
noughts to every one at the disposal of Germany and 
Austria and, in addition, have more than four old battle- 
ships to one for the enemy. But the superiorjty in 
weight of metal, modernity and tonnage is far greater 
than even these immense figures imply. Are we really 
content to see this vast mass of about 200 battleships 
wait idle on the off chance of the German fleet emerg- 
ing to fight, until peace—perhaps an unsatisfactory 
peace—is declared? When three old battleships were 
sunk in the Dardanelles it was represented as a great 
naval disaster; but what kind of disaster would it be 
when, on the day peace is signed, hundreds of battle- 
ships are found to have been practically unused and 
pass into obsolescence to he ees in future wars 
by airplanes and submarines? 

“We must have a vast blue-water fleet capable of 
engaging the full strength of the enemy with good pros- 
pects of success, but after that has been provided for 
an immense surplus of old but valuable vessels remains, 
and it is in their adoption for and employment in aggres- 
sive action that escape from the present deadlock can 
still be found. It is only when we are able to devise and 
execute some method of aggressive naval warfare against 
the German that we shall find his weakness and our 
strength; that we shall liberate our splendid Navy from 
the enchanted circle the submarine has drawn about 
it and compel our enemies to absorb themselves so much 
in the process of their own Seinane as to leave them no 
leisure to compass our ruin.’ 

Taking into consideration only battle-cruisers, dread- 
noughts and pre-dreadnoughts, the fleets of .the Grand 
Alliance oppose 173° ships to 66 similar craft of the 
Central Powers. ‘These are pre-war figures, it is true, 
and include no official tabulation for any nation with 
the possible exception of the United States. Detach 
sufficient tonnage to aid Italy in bottling up the Aus- 
trian fleet of sixteen capital ships; set aside another 
squadron to hold Turkey’s two battleships (and the 
Goeben and Breslau) inside the Dardanelles; and even 
if the Russian Black Sea fleet cannot be depended upon— 
there still is adequate weight of broadside for the task 
at hand. The Mississippi of the German rebellion 
against humanity is the Elbe River. Germany’s Vicks- 
burg may be the important city of Hamburg, eighty 
miles from the coast. Put « Farragut in command, to 
say again ‘Damn the torpedoes,” and release the fleets! 
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CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATIONS. 


Although we are only in the third month of the war 
there are plenty of signs visible in the legislative air that 
Congress is in a mood for the customary series of “in- 
vestigations” that invariably have been one of the un- 
pleasant features of all our past wars. The prompt action 
of Secretary Daniels in the matters of the ‘round robin” 
from the U.S.S. Solace patients and Mr. Britten’s 
charges as to conditions at the Great Lakes Training Sta- 
tion has resulted in the reports of the civilian commit- 
tee appointed by him to investigate the Solace charges 
and that of Admiral Benson as to the training station, 
two reports which apparently have satisfied oa these 
points the bitterest critics of the Navy Department. Mr. 
Weeks, of Massachusetts, offered a resolution ta May, 
along this line, for the creation of a Committee on the 
Conduct of the War, which was pigeon-holed in the office 
of the Committee on Rules and nothing has been heard 
of it since. In this same vein was the resolution offered 
by Mr. Smoot, noted in our issue of June 16, page 1365, 
calling for detailed information as to the adoption of the 
Lee-Enfield rifle by the War Department together with 
certain other specific inquiries as to our ammunition. 

Through Mr. Poindexter’s objections the resolution 
went over under the rule. The note he struck in his 
speech of protest was one, we think, that might well serve 
as a guiding principle for all our legislators in such mat- 
ters as this in the future. For, as Senator Poindexter 
stated, although “it is the business of the legislative 
branch of the Government * * * to supervise ‘the 
executive department * * * there are ways and 
proprieties to be observed in the performance of that 
duty.” The obvious implication of Mr. Smoot’s resolu- 
tion was that the matter of the supply of rifles and am- 
munition was being bungled by the Ordnance Department 
when, as a matter of fact, as Mr. Smoot must perfectly 
wéll know, the present inability of the War Department’s 
arsenals to make a sufficient number of rifles for the use 
of our enlarged Army is due to the refusal of Congress, 
going back over a period of many years, to appropriate 
money: enough for the Ordnance Department to manu- 
facture the necessary dies and gauges used in making the 
Springfield rifles. The explanation of this whole matter 
of the Lee-Enfield rifle by Mr. Scott, of the Munitions 
Board of the Council of National Defense, was so per- 
fectly clear and above board that it is nothing less than 
wilful folly to question the wisdom of the plan adopted. 
Congress would not listen to the explanations of the 
officers of the Ordnance Department in years past nor 
heed their requests for appropriations to provide against 
just such a situation as has arisen with the outbreak of 
war. Now it, and the people-of the country whose future 
liberty is at stake, are faced with the fruits of their in- 
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difference to a crying need that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Army has foreseen for many years and tried 
to provide against without avail. 

Criticism of government always has been, s!ways will 
be, frequently provocative of good results. But we are 
facing this war under two conditions that are unique in 
the military history of the United States. One of these 
is that the conduct of the war is in the hands of the 
officers of the Army and Navy and not in those “politi- 
cal generals.” The gecord is that we have the Council of 
National Defense to aid our overworked Army and Navy 
officers in so far as civilians who are willing and able 
can aid them. It is already noticeable that the work of 
the Council of National Defense and its Advisory Com- 
mission, with all its sub-committees, in turn, is making 
an impression on the most persistent asscilants of the 
War and Navy Departments. As recently as June 9 
one of these journalistic critics declared that “millions 
of dollars unquestionably will be wasted during the early 
days of the war, owing to the haste and often inexperi- 
ence of the men making the disbursements.” In view of 
the fact that men like Julius Rosenwald, of the great 
firm of Sears Roebuck, . .d Daniel Willard, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, are among the men acting as 
advisors to these expenditures their stated “inexperience” 
can scarcely be taken seriously. In this connection it is 
worthy of note that in its issue of June 13 the same 
journal printed several columns-of laudation of the work 
of the Advisory Commission of the Council of National 
Defense beginning with the statement, “in the hour I 
have just spent in the Munsey Building I never have 
seen such complete business efficiency.” The writer 
adds: “This tribute to the work of the commission (which 
has its headquarters in the building mentioned) had a 
novel ring, for hitherto it has been the fashion to be- 
lieve that the great army of business men which the Gov- 
ernment has called into being to assist in carrying on 
the war has been a confused body of well-meaning gentle- 
men—able @fiough at home in their respective spheres— 
the ablest in the country, for that matter—but given 
much to running around in circles when brought to Wash- 
ington and set to the task of effecting a practical co- 
operation between the Government and the industries of 
the country upon which it must depend for a successful 
prosecution of the war.” Great Britain was at war for 
two years and nine months before it put a man into the 
Admiralty to supervise transportation, and he was trained 
for the most part in the service of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad: We begin the war with able men in the Ad- 
visory Commission of the Defense Council. 

Already, too, there are evidences abroad that the 
Quartermaster Corps is likely to have its efficiency ques- 
tioned by those having business dealings with it. The 
Q.M.C. is most open to attack since it is the department 
above all others in the Army that comes most directly in 
touch with the business man. As the corps is situated 
now, as always, it is fenced in with legal restrictions that 
it takes a very bold man to break and there are few offi- 
cers who are willing to risk their reputations and their 
eareers in the Army by violating those restrictions. 
Moreover the corps has been accustomed for years to 
providing for an army of less than 150,000 officers and 
men at the most, and here they are presented with the 
problems of not only supplying nearly 300,000 enlisted 
men alone, but also for the needs of the Expeditionary 
Force to be sent to Europe and for the 500,000 men of 
the new National Army, and all this in addition to the 
work of supplying the training camps andthe providing 
for the new cantonments for the National Army anid the 
National Guard. The newspaper attempts to discredit 
the work of the War Department in the matter of the sv- 
called “delay” over the constru¢tion of the cantornments 
and training camps calls forth this comment from the 
New York Evening Post, which is a stern critic of the 
Army as a rule. It reads: 

“The best defense of the War Department against the 
charge of useless delays in providing training camps: is 
that the authorities have not waited to complete all plans, 
to advertise the work, and draw up detailed contracts for 
each of the sixteen great cantonments for 40,000 men; 
they have drawn a unique form of contract by which the 
builders will-act as trustees for the Government, work- 
ing under Government supervision and with a maximum 
profit fixed, and in such a way that the Government may 
lend direct aid in providing cheap materials and in se- 
curing labor. The difficulties to be met are enormous. 
It argues a good deal of energy that already where some 
sites have been chosen, light, sewer, and transportation 
connections have been worked out, specifications for 
buildings arranged in conference with medical officers, 
and supplies estimated. No one wants the heedless hurry 
that will result in sickness and hardship.” 

As Senator Poindexter observed, “there are ways and 
proprieties to be observed” in criticisms of the War and 
Navy Departments and of the Council of National De- 
fense and its correlated bodies. But would it not be the 
wiser counsel to give them a chance to do the begin- 
nings of their work at least before burdening them with 
destructive criticism? 
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When so many new ideas are being presented in con- 
nection with the prosecution of the war, we should re- 
member that the fundamental principles do not change. 
Though methods and means vary with scientific, indus- 
trial and economic development, the final goal of both 
methods and means is to overcome the enemy. Level 
thinkers, therefore, will not hesitate to give their gov- 
ernment an opportunity to try the means at hand before 
demanding changes in men and weapons. To the sphere 
of the land have been added those of the sub-sea and the 
super-air, but the reward is unchanged. It is victory,

New England: “Up 
to to-day, the Bay State had secured seventy-three per 
eent. of its quota of 6,732 men. .The only Atlantic state 
ahead of Massachusetts is New Jersey, which has secured 
seventy-five per cent, of its quota. With the exception of 
Massachusetts, the New England states have done poorly. 
Maine has secured only thirty-six per cent. of her quota; 
New Hampshire, thirty-three per cent.; Vermont is the 
poorest state in the Union, with ten per cent.; Rhode Isl- 
and has forty-one per cent.; and Connecticut, forty-four 
per cent.” The point we tried to make clear in that par- 
ticular editorial was that we could only win this war 
by being a united country. And we never will win it 
unless every man up and down the length and breadth 
of the land does his share and does not shirk it because 
“economic conditions” {abominable phrase in this con- 
nection!) favor the slacker and penalize the man who 
goes to the front. 
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The matter of indiscriminate purchase and wearing of. 


Army uniforms is one calling for immediate attention. 
Home defense leagues and individuals drilling in similar 
semi-military organizations are now wearing the regular 
uniform—generally with only the ernaments missing— 
on the streets of Washington and in other cities. Many 
observed are unmilitary in bearing, often the clothing is 
dirty or torn, and occasionally the wearers are of 80 
unfit a type as to attract attention for that reason. Ig- 
norant as the average American is of uniforms, insignia, 
etc., and their meaning, these persons are being mistaken 
for soldiers and are reflecting discredit upon the Army 
and National Guard. The Adjutant General of the Army 
has issued a memorandum or circular which states that 
home defense leagues may wear the uniform when recog- 
nized by the Department, if a distinctive badge is worn 
on the sleeve or pocket. But the distinctive badge men- 
tioned in the A.G.O. circular is not worn at all. so far as 
observed, and the main idea of many seems to be to ap- 
pear like soldiers. Up to date there have been so few 
soldiers on the streets that confusion has not been as 
common as it may be if the practice continues. The large 
camps soon to be placed near Washington will naturally 
bring many soldiers to the streets of the city. Then will 
arise real confusion. Irresponsible and undisciplined 
men in a uniform that resembles that of the Army will 
fail to salute officers and commit more serious breaches of 
military law and custom which, at a distance. at night or 
under similar circumstances will be accredited to soldiers 
and officers, because of the failure to distinguish between 
the uniforms of the two bodies. There are other uniforms 
more suitable to the service of “home guards’: than the 
Army type. Any Norfolk cut coat witk long trousers of 
a grey or blue color is suggested as a possibility. The 
use of cloth of a type not required for the Army would 
also set free supplies needed for Army use. 
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Owing to recent changes in the conditions under which 
applications for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, Aviation Section, for flying duty are favorably 
considered, it is now possible for men without the for- 
merly required three years’ college course, or its equiva- 
lent, to be admitted. The minimum age limit has also 
been lowered. The present requirements are briefly that 
candidates for examination to determine their fitness.for 
receiving commissions in the Aviation Section, Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, shall be between nineteen and thirty 
years of age, possess a college educatior or its equiva- 
lent and be able to pass a stringent physical examination 
covering eyes, ears, heart. lungs and sense of balance. 
Any near-sightedness, astigmatism or deafness is cause 
for disqualification. In determining the equivalent of a 
college education, consideration will be given to the ap- 
plicant’s intelligence, business or other training, travel, 
tutoring, home study, activity and military training. In 
every case the applicant. must have at least a high school 
or preparatory school diploma. Detailed information with 
respect to the applicant’s present occupation and past ex- 
perience, knowledge of foreign languages, technical knowl- 
edge, athletic experience and ability, gas engine experi- 
ence and theoretical knowledge and. military training, 
should be given by all applicants who do not possess a 
degree from one of the recognized major colleges. Ex- 
amining boards giye consideration to the above points in 
making their determination. 


Financial authorities declare that the success of the 
first “war loan” of our Government is remarkable in 
two respects. Our Liberty Bond Loan is the first over- 
subscription of any loan offered by any country since the 
beginning of the great war. In the second place the 
amount of oversubscription is the largest in the history 
of finance. Another remarkable feature of the loan was 
its popularity, the number of separate subscribers being 
more than 4,000,000. The applications for the issue of 
$2,000,000,000 in Liberty Bonds totaled $3,035,000,000.

ship was from the Pennsylvania—$54,800... The largest 
group subscription was from .the Great Lakes training 
station, Chicago—$700,000. The Norfolk Navy Yard 
took $152,000; that at Portsmouth, N.H., $130,000; the 
Washington Navy Yard, $90,000; the New-York Navy 
Yard, $29,300; and the Charleston Navy Yard, $28,500. 
Among the large subscriptions from the ships are: Ne- 
vada, $52,750; Wyoming, $48,100; New York, $43,000; 
Rhode Island, $50,750; Huntington. $47,000; New -Hamp- 
shire, $36,450; Saratoga, $45,400; Chicago, $25,000; New 
Jersey, $23,950. On the warships this was the result of 
practically a three-day campaign. Some ships printed 
their own subscription blanks and men worked all night 
to get them through in time. Some of the applications 
were sent to Washington by special messenger and many 
came by télegraph and radio. ; 
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A Coast. Artilleryman who idds that he is “not a sore- 
head, but a believer in justice’ writes: “There was a 
recent order that all Reservists report back for duty. 
Many are here, God bless their spirit and promptness. 
But their returning will cause a great deal of confusion, 
because of. shortage here and there of minor details, and 
of their furloughed rank. In the district here there was 
recently issued an order which put a stop to all further 
promotions to the grade ef corporal and sergeant. The 
reason given is that the existing grades now unfilled will 
be filled by Reservists. Is that giving the boys of the 
line a square deal? Not by any means. There are just 
as many good priyates, first-class, in the Army at the 
present time as on the furlough list. Why is the Re- 
servist entitled to all the ‘gravy’? Many of the boys 
stayed over their three years with the hope that at the 
end of four years they could leave the U.S. Army with a 
warrant to be framed.. It don’t seem right for the ‘live 
ones’ to be doing their bit year after year and then have 
some ‘munition maker’ blow in and right away have a 
pair of crow feet sewed on his arms. If it is the inten- 
tion to make companies war strength, why not give some 
of the eligible ones a fair show and use the rest accord- 
ing to their merits?’

The Secretary of War on June 25 notified all states’ 
Adjutants General, through the Militia Bureau, that Fed- 
eral recognition would be extended from that date to all 
new National Guard organizations that comply with legal 
requirements, but which had not yet been inspected and 
accepted for the Government. This action was taken in 
order that each state might receive full credit for the 
entire enlisted personnel of its Militia in computing allow- 
ances on its quota under the Selective Draft Act. The 
states will receive credit for men enlisted in such units 
and in all previously recognized on the basis of the rosters 
of June 30, 1917. The Adjutant General of each state 
has been instructed to send to the Militia Bureau as soon 
as possible after June 30 the number of men recruited 
between April 1 and that date. To these will be added, 
for each state, the number in recognized National Guard 
units up to April 1, and the number enlisted in the Regu- 
lar Army for the months of April, May and June. The 
resulting sum will be counted as part of the state’s quota 
under the Selective Draft Act. It is understood that 
members of the National Guard who have been discharged 
since April 1 will be counted as though still in service. 
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Brig. Gen. Enoch H: Crowder, U.S.A., as Provost 
Marshal General, has issued a statement which will be 
of help to citizens who bear registration cards, and have 
been temporarily called away from the country. Persons 
who have registered and who desire to leave the United 
States should first obtain permission in writing from 
the War Department to do so, by sending the applicant’s 
registration certificate to the office of the Provost Mar- 
shal General, Washington, D.C., accompanied by a state- 
ment signed by the applicant to the effect that he ac- 
cepts the following terms: He is liable to draft unless 
excluded or discharged therefrom; while absent from the 
United States, the burden of keeping himself informed 
as to whether or not his name has been drawn rests 
wholly upon himself; if. directed to do so, he will return 
to the United States at his own expense to appear before 
an exemption board or to submit to examination for 
service.. He should also state what. countries he de- 
sires to visit and to what address he wants the permit 
sent. These permits are not passports. They are in- 
tended to accompany applications for the passports which 
are issued by the Department of State. 
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Between Secretary Baker, Brig. Gen. Edwin F. Glenn, 
U.S.A., and the newspapers of Indianapolis there is being 
effected a cleaning up of immoral conditions in that city 
such as has not been known in years, we read in the 
Indianapolis News, and chiefly owing to the pressure 
brought to bear on the pa department.

The manual for non-commissioned officers and privates 
of Infantry of the Army of the United States, which will 
also be used by Engineer companies dismounted, and by 
Coast Artillery companies, for Infantry instruction and 
training, has been issued by the War: Department.

AN AIR BATTLE TO CHECK SUBMARINES. 


Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., sent a letter 
to Alan R. Hawley, president of the Aero Club of 
America, which was read at a meeting of the board of 
governors of the club held in New York on June 21, and 
after consideration was approved and made public. The 
letter suggested a means for attacking the German fleet 
and ending the submarine menace through the use of a 
special type of hydro-aeroplane equipped with torpedoes 
—the torpedoplane, invented by Admiral Fiske, which has 
been described in the columns of the Army AND Navy 
JourNAL. The Aero Club was so favorably impressed 
with Admiral Fiske’s letter that its executive committee 
resolved to make known the facts presented to the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, the Aircraft Production Board, 
the chairmen of the Committees on Military and Naval 
Affairs of the Senate and House of Representatives and 
the general public through the press. A 

Admiral Fiske calls attention to the danger in the 
menace to the food supply of England and Erance that 
is caused by the German submarine, and says, in part: — 

“The most effective foe to the submarine is the air- 
craft. The British torpedoplanes which sank four Turk- 
ish ships in the Sea of Marmora in August, 1915, were 
of considerable size and power, as were the German tor- 
pedoplanes which sank the British steamer Gena off the 
coast of England May 1, 1917. 

“The success of this attack will without doubt en- 
courage the Germans to develop the torpedoplane. The 
German Naval General Staff realize the value of con- 
centration of power and mobility in as large units as 
possible. The torpedoplane embodies a greater concen- 
tration of power and mobility than does any other 
mechanism. 

“An attack by allied torpedoplanes armed with guns to 
defend themselves from fighting airplanes would be a 
powerful menace to the German fleet, and if made in 
sufficient numbers would give the Allies such unrestricted 
command of the North Sea, that German submarines 
would be prevented from coming out from German ports, 
the submarine menace abolished and all chance of Ger- 
man success wiped out. 

“An inspection of the map of Europe shows that in air 
raids over the land the strategical advantage lies with 
Germany, because her most important towns are further 
inland than those of the Allies, like London. For raids 
on naval vessels, however, the strategical advantage lies 
with the Allies, because their control of the deep parts of 
the North Sea enables them to establish a. temporary 
aeronautical base of mother ships sufficiently close to 
the German fleet to enable the British to launch a tor- 
pedoplane attack on the German fleets in Kiel and Wil- 
helmshaven. 

“This gives the Allies the great advantage of the offen- 
sive. It would seem possible to send mother ships to a 
point say fifty miles west of Heligoland, and for a large 
force of fighting airplanes and torpedoplanes to start 
from this place about two hours before dawn, reach Kiel 
Bay and Wilhelmshaven about dawn, attack the German 
fleets there and sink the German ships. The distance 
from Heligoland to Kiel is about ninety land miles and 
to Wilhelmshaven about forty-five. The Allies, now 
that the United States has joined them, would unques- 
—- put an overwhelming number of airplanes into 
attle.”” 

Admiral Fiske then draws a paraHel between such an 
air battle and the Civil War duel between the Monitor 
and Merrimac, and says in conclusion: “I need not say 
that the means I suggest should be merely additional to 
all other means, now used and proposed.” 
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NEW NAVY ASSISTANT PAYMASTERS. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels has recommended to the 
President the appointment of seventy-two assistant pay- 
masters, to fill existing vacancies in the Pay Corps of 
the Navy. Of the seventy-two who will obtain commis- 
sions with the rank of ensign, nineteen are from the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy. The others are all gradu- 


ates of important colleges. 
Regarding these appointment\ Secretary Daniels said: 


“In accordance with the policy of the Department to give 
deserving enlisted men an opportunity to obtain com- 
missions in the Pay Corps, the vacancies created by the 
Naval Act of Aug. 29, 1916, were filled first by the nam- 
ing of enlisted men, the examinations being open to the 
entire naval service, and then by civilians who qualified 
in the examinations. 

“Twenty-five enlisted men have qualified this year, 
and with those now nominated a total of thirty-nine have 


been appointed to this corps since January, 1914, when 
the first appointments were made and the new policy, 
instituted the previous year, was put into effect. Previ- 
ous to that time very few enlisted men secured commis- 
sions. In the period from 1909 to 1912 only three were 
promoted to assistant paymasters. Now the enlisted men 
know taat they have a fair chance to realize their ambi- 
tions, and there has been a laudable rivalry among them 
in fitting themselves for the examinations which deter- 
mine their fitness for commissions.”

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SECRETARY BAKER FAVORS AIR ARMADA. 

Secretary of War Baker in his statement in support of 
a great air armada for this country, to which we re- 
ferred recently, said: 





“The War Department is behind the aircraft plans with 
every ounce of energy and enthusiasm. We can train 
thousands of aviators and build thousands of machines, 
without interfering in the slightest with the plans for 
building up our armies and for supplying the Allies with 
food and munitions. To train and equip our Armies and 
send them abroad will take time, however, and in the 
meanwhile we can be devoting to this most important 
service vast quantities of productive machinery and 
skilled labor which otherwise could not be contributing 
to the nation’s cause in full proportion to its capacity. 

“Every consideration points to the effectiveness of a 
highly developed air service in its relation to the part 
which the United States can play in putting an end to 
the war. It lives up to all America’s traditions of doing 
things on a splendid scale; it will put us on our mettle 
from the point of view both of mechanical ingenuity and 
of individual daring and initiative. At the same time, 
compared with the transportation of an expeditionary 
force of Infantry and Artillery large enough to be of de- 
cisive value on the western front, it offers little or no 
difficulty. All through the coming year we shall have to 
reckon with the shipping problem, and whatever aid we 
send abroad, whether in men or in supplies, must be 
calculated for securing as efficient a use as possible of 
available tonnage. The aerial.plan meets the demands of 
the situation. Under existing conditions of fighting, 
where the Allies and the Germans are fighting on practi- 
cally even terms as regards manpower and aircraft, the 
addition which we can contribute to the Allied forces 
will be proportionately of far greater value than the im- 
mediate aid which we can furnish on land. According 
to the best obtainable information there are about 7,- 

0,000 men on the western front to-day. The addition 
of a few infantry units, while of great moral value, would 
amount to little in forcing a decision. A few thousand 
trained aviators, however, with the machines for their 
use, may spell the whole difference between victory and 
defeat. 

“The supremacy of the air, in modern warfare, is 
essential to a successful army. America must make sure 
that the Allies and not Germany secure the permanent 
domination of the air, and that within the year. It will 
take no more shipping space to send a thousand air 
pilots abroad than a thousand infantrymen; it will take 
no more space to send airplanes and motors than to send 
artillery. It is now certain that if we make the effort 
we can send enough of both men and machines within a 
year to be of great value, perhaps to turn the scale, all 
without handicapping our plans for the army which is to 
follow or hindering the vital flow of food and munitions. 
American airmen and airplanes may turn the tide— 
then furnish our supreme opportunity for immediate ser- 
vice on the fighting line.” 

The Aircraft Production Board issued a_ statement 
recently in which it says that manufacturing equip- 
ment in many different industries will be utilized in the 
consummation of the great aircraft building program 
mapped out by the Government and soon to be laid before 
Congress. The plan to turn to aircraft building the re- 
sources of many allied industries is one which has been 
used in some measure by both England and France, but 
the limitations of their industrial resources, and particu- 
larly the lack of experience in the standardization of 
parts, have precluded its being carried out to such an 
enormous extent as will be possible with the United 
States. The American automobile industry is the most 
highly organized and the most extensive of its kind in 
the world, and the same system of standardized parts 
and quantity production of machines which has enabled 
the United States to have three and a half millions of 
automobiles on the road where all other nations to- 
gether have less than a million will be turned to the 
making of aircraft. Further than this other manufac- 
turing plants can be used for turning out parts in 
quantity. Portions of cash -register plans and _ type- 
writer factories can easily be turned to the manu- 
facture of small steel parts. The cylinders of the 
motors can be forged and bored out in quantity by 
the munition plants now making shells, but the relative 
number needed will not interfere with the quantity pro- 
duction of shells. There is no intention at the beginning 
to attempt the manufacture of the very speediest highly 
specialized light fighters which the Allies are now turning 
out. We can produce in vast quantities the training 
planes and the heavier and less speedy battle types, which 
are just as essential, and which will leave the British 
and French free to.turn more of their attention to the 
development of the fastest types. 

At a hearing before a sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on June 20 on the proposition 
to establish a new Department of Aeronautics, Major 
Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S.A., declared that concen- 
tration of responsibility in a big undertaking was abso- 
lutely necessary. Division of authority, he declared, 
often resulted in failure. “The best way is to hold one 
man responsible and vest him with authority,” said 
General Goethals. “It seems to me that this bill is work- 
ing along the right lines and in the right direction. 
Whether concentration should go so far as to create a 
new department at this time is for the committee to say. 
it doesn’t make much difference what name you give a 
post so long as the responsibility and control are cen- 
tered there.” 
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On the ground that submission to capture by a ship 
constitutes abandonment of the cargo intrusted to it, the 
Federal Court in New York city on June 19 dismissed 
the suit of the owners of the British steamship Appam 
to recover as freight money the proceeds of the sale of 
her perishable cargo. The Appam was captured in Janu- 
ary, 1916, off the Canary Islands, while bound from 
British West Africa for England, by the German raider 
Moewe. Her prize crew subsequently brought her into 
Hampton Roads, Va., where she was returned to the 
British owners by the Supremé@ Court, which held that 
the title of the captors was forfeited by a breach of 
American neutrality in overstaying the time allowed a 
belligerent in a port of this country as a neutral. The 
British and American Steam Navigation Company, Ltd., 
sued for the freight money on the ground that this resti- 
tution constituted recapture. The court held, however, 
that, in accord with rulings thought to be peculiarly 
American, the owners of hull and cargo retained their 


? 


respective properties; it was proximately due to the law 
of the United States that this good fortune fell to them. 
It also ruled that after the Germans captured the Ap- 
pam “it would be absurd to assert * * * she was 
any longer fulfilling her contract to carry freight for 
hire,” arid that ‘no carrier can preserve any lien for 
any freight against cargo if, even under force majeure, 
he totally abandons the carriage of the goods intrusted to 
him, and this is what I think the Appam did. Indeed, 
7 was the only possible thing to do under the ciraum- 
stances.”

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports June 22-28.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The landing of the first considerable installment of the 
United States forces is announced to have taken place at 
a French port. As the beginning of the process of trans- 
porting several hundred thousand troops from America to 
the western front, the news is of prime importance among 
the military operations of the moment. The effect of 
the presence of American troops has already been to raise 
great enthusiasm among the French civil population, and 
a similar effect upon the French and British troops, at 
the prospect of reinforcement from the United States 
may be expected. The news of the arrival of a new 
opponent reaches the Germans on the western front at a 
moment when they find their defense being forced back 
at Lens by the British, and when their attacks against 
the new French line on the Aisne are tiring after being 
maintained for three weeks without any resulting effect 
toward improving the German defensive situation. 

The most important progress of the week on the west- 











ern front has been the continued success of the British - 


encircling movement about the important city of Lens. 
“The suburb of Eleu-dit-Leauvette has been reached, 

which makes a gain of half a mile above the suburb of 

La Coulotte, lately captured from the Germans. : 

Action on the British front along the Franco-Belgian 
border. has been divided between German efforts to estab- 
lish a superiority of artillery fire, chiefly in the area of 
the recent British gains north of Armentiéres, and the 
execution of a formidable new British offensive, against 
Lens. - Regarding the German artillery activity the Ber- 
lin official statement of June 26 gives the explanation 
that it is intended to prepare the way for reconnoissance 
work against the opposing front. A number of German 
incursions in the British trenches, with numerous but 
small trench fights, are in fact reported, as well as Brit- 
ish raids on the German trenches at scattered points. 
On the 21st Berlin reported British reconnoitering ad- 
vances at- Hooge (east of Ypres), Vermelles and Loos. 
On the 22d London reported British raids near Neuve 
Chapelle and Armentiéres and German enterprises near 
Epehy and Guillemont Farm. On the 23d the British 
reported a German attack of the same nature northeast 
‘of Ypres,. and small British operations near Gavrelle 
and Warneton. The Germans moved against: British posi- 
tions on the night of the 23d, according to London, near 
Gavrelle and again near Armentiéres, while German guns 
developed especial activity north of the Scarpe and in the 
neighborhood of Messines. On the night of the 24th the 
British took the lead in raiding work, attacking German 
posts near Epehy, Bullecourt, Roeux, Ios and Hooge, 
east of Vermelles and northeast of Warneton, simul- 
taneously with the opening of their attack at Lens. The 
German artillery fire which had continued heavy over a 
great part of the Flanders region in the preceding days 
had not apparently caused any relaxation of the British 
minor activity. Whether the purpose of the German fire 
was to prepare the way for counter-attacks upon the 
Wytschaete-Messines lines, lost in the second week of 
June, or to provide against a farther British offensive in 
the same region, was for the moment not revealed. 

The British renewal of pressure against Lens fol- 
lowed upon the slight gains made along the Souchez 
river during the preceding week. While lacking the 
broad front and the sudden sweeping infantry advances 
that characterized the British assaults at Arras and 
Wytschaete, the offensive was formidable by reason of the 
power of the attacking artillery and the cramped posi- 
tion of the defense in the outskirts of the city. of Lens. 
The point of attack chosen by the British lay south- 
west of Lens, along the valley of the Souchez river, and 
as far eastward as the Arras-Lens highway. The meth- 
od of progression was by frequent small pushes growing 
in intensity. That of June. 22, according to Berlin, 
failed under the fire of the defense, with heavy losses. 
On the night of the 24th, however, a storming party, 
following intense artillery fire, succeeded in occupying 
Hill 65, a slight eminence dominating German trenches 
in the westerly part of the field of attack. Berlin, on 
the following day, reported that British attacks had 
again been repulsed, but London was. presently able to 
state that the British had advanced 1,000 yards astride 
the Souchez river and that Canadian troops had occupied 
the village of La Coulotte, south of Lens on the 26th. 
This as claimed in a Canadian official communication, 
the Germans were forced back on the village of Méricourt 
and the strong line connecting it with the town of Avion, 
a mile south of the center of Lens itself. The Canadians 
at La Coulotte kept on northward with but brief pause. 
Their short advances of June 27 and 28 took them as 
far as the village of Eleu-dit-Leauvette. They occupied 
this important suburb on the 28th, according to a dis- 
patch, and. pushed on along the south bank of the Souchez 
river. At this point they were but half a mile from the 
center of the. city, and their most advanced posts were 


almost in direct line between Lens and the Germans 
still in Avion, who thus saw the right flank-of the Avion- 
Mericourt position seriously threatened. 

In the area west of Arras, the- British attacked and 
gained on June 26 positions in the German line north- 
west of Fontaine-lez-Croisilles. Here they were -counter- 
attacked without success on the 26th and 27th. The offi- 
cial communications from Berlin have failed to concede 
British gains before Lens and at Fontaines. 

The forces of the German Crown Prince have con- 
tinued their endeavors to drive the French from the 
Chemin des Dames line, north of the River Aisne and 
south of Laon. The engagement at Vauxaillon, begun 
on the 20th, with the German capture of about 1,000 
yards of the French front line, continued until the 25th 
with results as to which the French and German state- 
ments were widely at variance. Following the original 
German attack, in which Rhineland, Brunswick and 
Hanoverian regiments took 160 prisoners, the French de- 
livered a series of counter-attacks, designed to re-estab- 
lish the lost positions. These consisted, according to 
Paris, of 400 meters of front south of the Mont des 
Singes and 200 meters north of Moisy farm. While the 


-French reported the recapture of the greater part of 


these two fronts in their attacks of June 21, they con- 
tinued to attack on the following days. On the 24th 
French attacks drove the adversary out of the greater 
part of a salient northeast of Moisy farm, according to 
Paris, while Berlin claimed that the attacks were suc- 
cessfully met and repulsed. ‘The attacks were resumed, 
still without success, according. to Berlin, on the follow- 
ing day. Apart from the question of the immediate result 
there are no present indications that the German success 
of the 21st led to any important engagement of French 
reserve troops or disturbed the French front beyond the 
points immediately involved. German attacks farther 
eastward on the Chemin des Dames at various times dur- 
ing the week were without success. Early on the mornin 

of the 22d, the Germans advanced south of Filain towar 

Braye-en-Laonnois, on a front of more than a mile, but 
their attacks, Paris states, were repulsed, as well as an 
attack each of Chevreux. The German report, dealing 
with the combat south of Filain, claimed the capture of 
500 meters of French front line with 300 prisoners. Paris 
asserted June 24 that effectual defensive artillery fire 
stopped an incipient German attack near Juvineourt, at 
the eastern extremity of the front lying north of the 
Somme. A new attempt east of Chevreux on the 24th, 
in which the Germans attempted a surprise attack, was 
repulsed. On the evening of June 25 a French attack- 
ing party took the offensive northwest of Hurtebise and 
rushed the German lines in the neighborhood where the 
opponent had seized a height on the French front in the 
preceding week. The French reported the capture of 
340 prisoners and an extensive cavern with a number of 
surface outlets, defensively organized. The operations in 
the Aisne sector have, according to the French reports, 
failed thus far to yield the Germans any notable gain, 
and they do not appear to have forced the French to bring 
up troops other than those assigned to the first defense 
of the several parts of the threatened front. 

In the region of Moronvillers, in the western Cham- 
pagne, the French troops have been active east of Mont 
Cornillet, where they scored a local gain on the 18th. 
They penetrated the German lines on the Cornillet ridge 
itself June 22, according to Berlin’s admission, and sus- 
tained at attack on Poehl Mountain, in which Thuringian 
and Altenburger regiments, according to Berlin, took 
over 100 prisoners. Tke German report of June 24 as- 
serted, however, that the French had been forced to 
evacuate their gains in the Cornilett area, owing to de- 
structive German artillery fire. The German artiller 
efforts were maintained on June 27 against the Frenc 
lines near Craonne, Hurtebise and Moronvillers. From 
Champagne eastward to the Swiss border, the clashes 
during the week were few and of minor character, the 
chief engagements being outpost affairs in the Argonne, 
on the Meuse and on the Moselle. Nothing in the news 
from the French front at the moment indicates either the 
position or the purposes of the considerable French 
forces at present apparently unengaged. 


THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Continued absence of all operations of anything like a 
general scope characterizes the Russian front. The 
political agitation at Petrograd, in favor of an early re- 
sumption of operations grows more keen. An offensive 
campaign is being urged on various grounds, chiefly as 
the surest means toward an early and suitable peace for 
Russia as the necessary step to fulfill obligations toward 
Russia’s allies and as needful to forestall the possibility 
of a counter-revolution. The present military leaders 
are known to be favorably disposed to carrying on the 
war actively, and the chief uncertainty as to the possi- 
bility of an early resumption of operations is to be found, 
at the moment, in doubt as to the present condition of the 
Russian military frees. At the Russian front small 
enterprises continue to be conducted against the enemy 
by bodies of troops desirous to give the armies an example 
of military energy. A Russian raiding party, surrounded 
by Austrians near Presovce, cut its way through and 
returned to the Russian lines. The Russian War Min- 
ister, according to a Petrograd dispatch>stated that: Rus- 
sian troops in Greece had been ordered not to participate 
in the Allied landing at Athens, but announced that: the 
government intended to hold the conquered territory in 
Armenia to save the region from Turkish severities. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


The Italians holding Mount Ortigara, captured last 
week, have sustained a severe Austrian bombardment and 
enemy counter-attacks designed to drive them from the 
crest. In the Dolomite Alps, Italian Alpini, following the 
explosion of a mine on June 20, rushed and captured the 
summit of another eminence, Hill 266, on the Lagazuoi 
Piccolo, according to Rome, but were repulsed from the 
mine crater, according to a Vienna report of June 22. 
Extensive artillery fire in jhe Sette Communi region, 
which led the Austrians to expect an attack in that 
quarter early in the week, was not followed by an in- 
fantry offensive. In the Tonale Pass, where the Italians 
recently advanced, only reconnoitering engagements were 
reported. On the Carso plateau the activity was limited 
to artillery fire and slight changes of position. Renewed 
Austrian counter-attacks in the Ortigara region were 
successful, according to a Vienna statement of June 26, 
claiming the recapture of the last position on the ridge 
with a total of 1,800 prisoners, by an assault of the Aus- 
trian Imperial Rifles. The Italian statement of June 27 
admits a slight retirement on the summit of the moun- 
tain, made necessary by lack of shelter from the enemy 
guns playing on the destroyed positions. 

In Macedonia the artillery in the Monastir region was 
active, according to tlie Paris statement of June 24, and 
a small attack was made by an enemy company néar 
Pozar, while British raiding parties were engaged with 
Bulgar posts between Lake Doiran and the Struma 
plain. French, British and Italian troops occupy Athens, 


pending the establishment of a new Greek government 
under Entente auspices. 

A Turkish official communication reports that Otto- 
man forces attacked the right wing of the British force 


on the Diala river June 21 and succeeded in re-occupying 
Sheraban. Russian attacks, according to the Turkish re- 
port, failed at points on the Persian and Caucasus fronts. 
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NOTES OF THE WAR. 


American medical units have taken over complete con- 
trol of six of the great British general field hospitals 
in France, according to an Associated Press dispatch 
of June 22, and American surgeons have been rendering 
valuable aid also in the forward casualty clearing sta- 
tions during the battle of Messines.. This has been the 
quickest organized aid the United States have given 
British arms in France and has been greatly appreciated. 
Following is the list of U.S. base hospitals by numbers, 
their commanding officers, all of the U.S. Army Medical 
Corps, the titular numbers of the British general hos- 
pitals in France they have taken charge of: No. 4 
Major H. L. Gilchrist, No. 9; No. 5, Major R. U. Patter- 
son, No. 11; No. 2, Major L. L. Hopwood, No. 1; No. 
21, Major J. D. Fife, No. 12; No. 10, Major M. A. De- 
Laney, No. 16; No. 12, Major C. C. Collins, No. 18. 

Vice Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., commander of 
the combined naval forces of Great Britain and the 
United States, operating in Irish waters, gave prompt 
denial on June 22 to the cabled newspaper story that a 
United States destroyer had rammed and sunk a German 
submarine. Admiral Sims stated that the story was ab- 
solutely false.. It is well to await an official statemen’ 
before ‘taking seriously some of the wonderful stories of 
passengers and others as to the sinking of submarines. 
Our destroyers are active on patrol work, and several 
rescues of crews of torpedoed ships have been made. On 
June 23 one destroyer answering a call for help*got to 
the scene just as an enemy’s submarine had blown up a 
ship, but there was no sign of the submarine. The crew 
were rescued. A club known as the United States Naval 
Men’s Club has been formed at an Irish port. The 
American bluejackets brought along British tars on the 
opening night of June 24. Vice Admiral Sims received 
a flattering reception when he appeared and gave a heart 
to heart talk on the seriousness of their mission. He com- 
plimented both the British and American sailors on 
their loyalty and devotion to the cause for which they 
were fighting. One of the American destroyers reported 
on June 25 that she was unable to find any trace of the 
fifty members of the crew of a British merchantman which 
was being attacked by a submarine when ‘the United 
States destroyer received the British vessel’s wireless 
distress call. Only floating wreckage greeted the Ameri- 
can bluejackets when they reached the scene, but they 
patrolled for two days in the hope of finding survivors.

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“PLANS FOR USING NAVAL PERSONNEL. 


An outline of the uses to which the increased per- 
sonnel of the Navy was to be put was given by Rear 
Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, U.S.N., at a recent hearing 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs, his 
statement being in answer to a question as to why 


the Navy wanted 150,000 men. Admiral Palmer said: 
“When the war started we did not know what ships 
we would take over and we did not know what ships ~ 
we would be required to send abroad. We have taken in 
several squadrons of ships to be sent abroad and each 
one of them has to be fully manned. We have a plan 
for from 350 to 500 submarine chasers, each having 
twenty men, and that is approximately 10,000... We 
have a call for 1,000 boats to be built by Goethals, and 
on each one there will be required full gun crews for 
at least four guns and also signal men, radio men, 
and so forth; that is for 1,000 of them, and that will 
add up to from 30,000 to $40,000 men on that one 
order. We have about fifteen merchant ships that we 
want to take over in addition to those we have already 
taken over; they will have on them 750 men, approxi- 
mately, and that will add up something like 11,000 or 
12,000 men. We want to largely increase our avia-- 
tion corps, to add about 5,000 men. ‘Then there are a 
great many yachts and vessels for mine sweeping and 
laying, tugs and vessels of that class that will have to 
be sent abroad. These will have to have men on them. 
You can see that these dre things that we know about 
now, and there are probably more to follow. 

“The next thing that comes up-is that of sending 
our Army across on these ships, and that will take a 
great many regular men from the Navy. I sent a let- 
ter to the heads of ‘a companies operating armed 
ships and asked them whether they could not supply a 
certain number of men on these vessels_ whom the 
experts could train, so that these companies would 
have gunners of their own, and then we could with- 
draw our men from other military duties. ‘The replies 
came back that it will be impossible to do that. I can 
see that we will be required to put some naval men. on 
merchant ships before long, in order to supply their de- 
ficiencies. Already General Goethals has sent an of- 
ficial letter ask ing that we supply the radio men for 
all of his ships. There will be a thousand of them, and 
they will want about four per ship. A ship was held 
up the other day because it could not go without a 
radio man. They asked the Navy to supply one and we 
did. To-day the radio officer said that another ship 
could not go out and was delayed because they have 
not the radio men. We have started a radio school 
and we have now 500 men in training at that work. We 
will have to increase it. 

“For your information I will say that the Atlantic 
Fleet, under Admiral Mayo, is now doing one of the 
most important things that the Navy has ever under- 
taken. The training stations have not been able to 
handle the great additional number of men and they 
have been sent to the fleet without training. The fleet 
is now taking the place of the training stations, and in 
addition to training its own men for a fleet action they 
are having intensive training night and day in gun- 
nery and.in engineering, in order to provide the men for 
other classes of vessesl I must say that Admiral 
Mayo has shown himself ‘full of pep’ and ‘right on the 
job,’ for this training proposition is additional to his 
normal duty of keeping his own ships up to fighting 
condition. He has assumed this other big job and is 
producing results. We are getting more ships. We 
are going to take over fifteen of the big ones, approxi- 
mately 500 chasers, and many yachts. Then, there are 
the thousand ships that General Goethals is going to 
build. Every ship that crosses the ocean will have to 
have thirty or forty men as a trained guard.” 

Secretary Daniels added to this statement that the 
Department had added fifty craft to the Navy between 
May 10 and June 10. They included, he said, yachts, 
barges, colliers and various kinds of ships. He added: 
“We will have, in the course of a month, twenty-five 
or fifty. submarine chasers; in another month we will 
have fifty more, and in another month fifty more, so 
that by the fall we will have at least 300. We are 
building very rapidly.” 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. Daniel A. Frederick, Inf., U.S.A., who was re- 
tired from active service June 18, 1917, on his own 
application after more than forty-three years’ service, 
was born in Georgia June 10, 1855, and entering the 
U.S.M.A. July 1, 1873, he was promoted in the Army an 
additional second lieutenant, 10th Infantry, June 15, 
1877. He was promoted second lieutenant, 7th In- 
fantry, the following August, and remained in the 7th 
Infantry until Jan. 31, 1902, when he was promoted 
major, 21st Infantry. He was appointed major of the 
45th U.S. Volunteers Aug. 17, 1899, serving in the 
Philippines with that command, and was honorably mus- 
tered out June 3, 1901. He was detailed as A.A.G. July 
15, 1902, and was assigned to the 22d Infantry Jan. 
25, 1906. “He reached the grade of lieutenant colonel, 
19th Infantry, Oct. 28, 1908, and colonel 22d Infantry 
Sept. 27, 1911. Im his early service Colonel Frederick 
was on the frontier duty at Fort Shaw. Mont., and in 
camp on Marias River to August, 1878. He also served 
among other duties at Fort Snelling camp, on White 
River, Colo.; Fort Stevenson, Dakota; Fort Laramie, 
Wyo., and at posts in Colorado to April, 1898. 
captain in the 7th Infantry he was in command of Com- 
pany A during the Spanish-American War, and was in 
the campaign in Cuba. In the Philippines he served in 
the campaigns in the Province-of Cavite, January, 1900, 
and in the Province of Camarines Sur, in January and 
February, 1900. He was in the engagement at Montelon, 
Dec. 27, 1899; at Andangan in February, 1900, and in 
seven engagements between Legaspi and Ligoa, South 
Luzon, July 6 to 10, 1900. He also among other duties 
served as A.F. of 1st Brigade and post of Manila, and 
as A.G., Department of the Visayas. Colonel Frederick 
took part with troops from the Army in rendering aid 
incident to the great earthquake and fire in San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., in 1906, and was on duty during the dis- 
turbance at Goldfield, Nev., in 1907, incidént to the min- 
ers’ strike. He served with the 19th Infantry in Alaska, 
with the Oklahoma Militia and with the General Staff, 
and in Texas. 

Capt. Henry S. Wygant, 21st U.S. Inf., was retired 
from active service to date from May 15, 1917, with the 
rank of major. He was found physically disqualified for 
the duties of major when examined for promotion, by 
reason of disability incident to the service. Major Wy- 
gant was born in Texas March 5, 1875, and first_en- 
tered the Army as a private in the 6th Infantry July 
8, 1897. He received his first commission in 1898 as 
gecond lieutenant 3d Infantry, and is a graduate of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School. 

First Lieut. Leo J. Dillow, Carps of Eng., U.S.A., 
recently retired on account of disability incident to 
the service, is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., having en- 
tered the Military Academy from Illinois in 1909, He 
Was commissioned as a second lieutenant of engineers 
fn 1913, and was promoted to first lieutenant in 1914. 

The promotion of Lieut. Cols. Hearn, Davis, Mand- 
tin. Ketcham, Lamoreux, Hero, Harris, Blakely, Coe, 
and Smith, of the Coast Artillery, to be colonels to date 
from May 15, 1917, leave Lieut. Col. H. H. Whitney 
genior lieutenant colonel of Coast Artillery. He was 
commissioned in his present rank July 1, 1916. 
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CAPT. VOLNEY O. CHASE, U.S.N. 

Capt. Volney O. Chase, U.S.N., Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations, died suddenly in Washington, D.C., 
June 25, 1917, of heart disease. Although he had been 
slightly ill recently, he was at work at the Navy Depart- 
ment on June 23 and apparently was in good health. He 
was found dead in bed by his wife early on June 25. 
Capt. J. V. Chase, U.S.N., his brother, is commander 
ef the battleship Montana. Captain Chase was born 
in St. Mary’s Parish, Louisiana, July 28, 1861, and en- 
tered the Naval Academy as a cadet engineer from 
Louisiana, on Oct. 1, 1881, graduating in 1885. He 
Was appointed ensign in the Navy, July 1, 1887, and 
was promoted Feb. 18, 1896, to lieutenant, in which grade 
he served on duty on the U.S.S. Amphitrite from the be- 
ginning to the close of the Spanish-American War. He 
was promoted to lieutenant Jan. 13, 1899; to lieutenant 
commander Aug. 6, 1904; to commander July 4, 1908; 
and served in the grade on duty at the Bureau er 
Ordnance, Navy Department, until May 1, 1910. He 
was in command of the U.S.S. Montgomery from May 
3, 1910, to May 1, 1912. He reported at the Naval 
War College, Newport, R.I., on May 31, 1912, for at- 
tendance upon a long course, and while there was pro- 
moted to captain, June 7, 1912. He served on duty at 
the Naval War College from June 9, 1913, to April 26, 
191 He was chief of sfaff, Special Service Squadron, 
from April 27, 1914, to July 2, 1914; and was in com- 
mand of the U.S.S. Virginia from July 3, 1914, to May 
10, 1915. On May 11, 1915, he was assigned to duty 
at the Navy Department and was made Assistant for 
Operations, which position he held at the time of his 
death. Captain Chase first married the daughter of Pay 
Director Loomis and from this marriage there were no 
children. He later married the widow of his brother, 
Harry Chase, who left three children, Lieut. Nathan 
Chase, Miss Suzanne Chase and Elizabeth Chase, who 
was recently married to Lieutenant Thompson, U.S.A. 
Captain Chase leaves one son, Volney O. Chase, Jr. 

Secretary Daniels said with reference to the death 
of Captain Chase: “In the months that he has been 
on duty in the Navy Department as Assistant for 
Operations, I have been in daily touch with him, and have 
€ome to entertain for him the warmest personal friend- 
ship. He was an officer of marked ability, a man of un- 
failing devotion to duty, a gentleman without fear and 
without reproach. While his death would have been a 
great loss to the Navy at any time, it is felt even more 
keenly now, as he has been relied upon for duties of the 
highest importance in the planning and preparation of 
the Navy for war.” 

Admiral W. 8. Benson said of Captain Chase: “The 
Navy has lost an officer universally reeognized as one 
ef the ablest and best men in every phase of the naval 
rofession. Aside from his unusual professional quali- 
cations, Captain Chase’s death has taken from us a 
man of the finest character and highest ideals. Captain 
Chase _was a complete master of every phase of his 
profession. He was without question one of the ablest 
naval strategists living and his wonderful ability as*an 
erganizer, tempered by his farsighted vision in 


matters of policy, made him a most valuable man to 
the Office of Naval Operations and one for whose opinion 
I — always maintained the greatest regard and re- 
spect. 

“He was as kind and gentle as a child and yet pos- 


sessed firmness, courage and moral strength that was 
unsurpassed. He held a unique place in the admiration 
and regard of his brother officers of all ranks, and only 
those of us who have had the good fortune to de inti- 
mately associated with him can fully appreciate his 
lovable qualities and his splendid type of manhood. 

“To me personally his death is a great shock and a sad 
bereavement. His most valuable work in this oilice can- 
not be over-estimated, and I feel that his death is an 
irreparable loss to my Office and to the Naval Service. 
I believe that my sentiments are shared -by officers and 
men of all ranks and ratings, as well as the civilian 
personnel with whom Captain Chase has been associated 
from time to time throughout his naval career.” 

Telegrams expressing deep regret and sympathy at the 
loss of Captain Chase were received by Rear Admiral 
Benson from Sir John Jellicoe, First Sea Lord, British 
Admiralty, Vice Admiral Browning, British navy, Hali- 
fax, N.S., and Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral Bartlett Jefferson Cromwell, U.S.N., who 
died June 24, 1917, at Montrose, Pa. was born in 
Georgia and entered the Naval Academy in 1857. He 
served with distinction throughout the Civil War and 
was executive officer of the Shawmut at its close. He 
was then stationed at the Naval Academy and later was 
executive officer of the Miantonomah, Plymouth and 
Powhatan. He was afterwards in command of the Rio 
Bravo on the Rio Grande, co-operating with the Army 
on the Mexican border. In 1878 he commanded the 
U.S.S. Ticonderoga on a cruise around the world with 
the object of carrying the American flag into ports where 
it had not theretofore been seen. This was the first man- 
of-war to ascend the Euphrates river. It was while on 
this cruise that the Sultan of Zanzibar presented him 
with a gold-mounted scimitar. He commanded the U.S.S. 
Omaha as flagship of the Asiatic Station, and after a 
tour of duty as captain of the Norfolk Navy Yard he 
commanded the U.S.S. Atlanta, at that time one of the 
new steel vessels of the Navy. He was on shore duty 
at Washington during the Spanish War and at its close 
was sent to Cuba to take over the captured naval sta- 
tion and property at Havana. During this period he 
flew his commodore’s broad pennant on the Brooklyn and 
Resolute. He was made rear admiral in 1899, and in 
1901 was ordered to command the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion, and was later transferred to command the newly 
established European Station. He was serving on this 
duty when he reached the retiring age, Feb. 9, 1902, 
upon which date he hauled down his flag at Naples, Italy. 
“Since his retirement,” writes a correspondent, “he has 
lived at_his home, 1525 New Hampshire avenue, Wash- 
ington, D.C. A host of friends will mourn the loss of a 
gallant officer of the old school and a fine and courteous 
gentleman. He is survived by his widow and three 
daughters, Mrs. William Kilburn, widow of Comdr. Wil- 
liam Kilburn, U..SN.; Mrs. J. . Sypher, wife of 
Comdr. J. H. Sypher, U.S.N.; Mrs. Needham L. Jones, 
wife of Lieut. Comdr. N. L. Jones, U.S.N., and by his 
grandson, Capt. C. L. Kilburn, U.S.A.” 

Lieut. Col. George D. Deshon, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
chief surgeon Northeastern Department, died suddenly 
in his apartments at Boston, Mass., June 24, 1917. 
Colonel Deshon had the distinction of being the only 
officer in the Medical Department jin the Army who was 
a graduate of West Point. He was appointed to the 
Military Academy in 1882, graduating July 1, 1886, 
and being promoted in the Army second lientenant 23d 
Infantry. He resigned March 21, 1890, was appointed 
assistant surgeon in the Army May 5, 1892. He was 
awarded the degree of A.B. Dartmouth, 1883, M.D. 
Bellevue Medical College, 1890, and M.D. Princeton in 
1893. He was promoted captain in 1897, major in 1904, 
and lieutenant colonel in 1912. He served as surgeon 
of the 1ith U.S. Volunteer Cavalry, with the rank 
of major, from August, 1899, until March, 1900, and 
also as a surgeon of volunteers from March, 1901, until 
February, 1903. Colonel Deshon took part in the China 
relief expedition in 1900. 

The remains of the late Rear Admiral William P. Pot- 
ter, U.S.N., who died at Whitehall, N.Y., on June 21, 
1917, as noted in our last issue, were buried at Arling- 
ton, Monday, June 23, 1917.

DESIGNATION OF REGIMENTS. 


Designation of all regiments hereafter by number and 
service branch only, without distinction between units of 
the Regular Army, National Guard and National Army, 


has been decided on by the War Department to simplify 
official records of the great war forces now being de- 
veloped. 

Under this system the Regular regiments will retain 
their present names from the “lst Infantry,” ‘Ist Cay- 
alry,” ete. The National Guard regiments will be re- 
named, their numbers beginning where those of the Regu- 
lars end, and the new units to be organized under the 
draft will take their numbers onward from the last of the 
Guard regiments. 

For purposes of local identification, but not in the of- 
ficial records, National Guard and National Army regi- 
ments will be permitted to use in parentheses after their 
names the names of the state from which they come. In 
the case of the National Guard the former name of the 
regiment may be used in full in parentheses, including 
both the name of the state and the former state number. 
Thus a National Army regiment could be called the 
“205th Infantry (W.Va.)” or the “65th Field Artil- 
lery (Minn.),” while a National Guard regiment might 
use the designation “66th Infantry (ist Indiana)” or 
“10th Engineers (22¢ New York).” No parentheses 
would imply Regulars. 








The Secretary of the Navy is expected to submit to 
the President for nomination to the Senate about July 15 
a list of officers to be promoted in the Naval Estab- 
lishment as a result of the recent increments to the 


enlisted strength. It is possible that the first list will 
contain the names of almost 450 line officers who will 
be promoted to fill vacancies in the grades of rear 
admiral, captain, commander and lieutenant commander. 
As constituted at present under the law, the authorized 
strength of the regular commissioned personnel of the 
Line is 3,720 officers. The existing strength (as of 
June 1) is 2,240. It will be seen that vacancies exist 
for 1,480 new officers from the grade of ensign up. On 
June 27 the higher grades included twenty-one rear admi- 
rals, eighty-two captains, 138 commanders and 282 lieu- 
tenant commanders. It can be stated that no board has 
yet been named to pass upon the coming promotions. It 
is understood, however, that Secretary Daniels desires to 
et this matter out of the way before taking up that deal- 
ing with the issuance of temporary commissions and pro- 
motion for the duration of the war under the recent 
Navy bill. It is hardly likely that any action will be 
taken on the latter question within a month.

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The report that the proposal to make one lineal list 
for all officers of the mobile Army is again under discus- 
sion by the military authorities is definitely denied. We 
are informed officially that the statement printed in our 
issue of May 19 will hold good to-day. The statement re- 
ferred to was as follows: “There has been considerable 
discussion and agitation in military circles recently with 
regard to Single List Promotion. In order to allay the 
agitation thereby aroused it is stated authoritatively at 
the War Department that for the present the matter is 
not under consideration and that if it is revived in the 
future it will not be discussed in the form previously 


presented.” A denial of the definite character was made 
of the report that the different headquarters, departments, 
divisions and brigades of the Army were to be allowed two 
extra staff officers each.

A competitive examination of candidates for cadet- 
ship, line and engineer, in the U.S. Coast Guard was 
held at fifteen cities on June 25, the papers -having ar- 
rived at the headquarters in Washington for marking. 
On the same date a separate examination was held for 
cadets and cadet engineer, appiicants being restricted 
to candidates from the enlisted or warrant personnel 
of the Service. Twenty-five vacancies exist for the first 
class and eight for the second. A total of seventy 
candidates appeared for the examinations. In view of 
the fact that it was impracticable to secure medical 
boards at several interior points, the candidates ap- 
pearing at such places were permitted to take the men- 
tal examination, and in case they qualify will be sub- 
jected to the physical tests later.

Recruiting for the Hospital Corps of the Navy is pro- 
ceeding at such a rapid rate that fewer than a thousand 
men are needed to complete the complement of 6,116 re- 
quired in the Regular Naval Establishment. There are 
now approximately 5,200 in the corps, about 2,000 of 
whom are in training in Hospital Corps schools.  Ar- 
rangements are being made to place 300 members of the 
second class of the Naval Reserve Force in training at 
the School of Pharmacy of Columbia University, the fa- 
cilities of which have been offered for use by that insti- 
tution. Many hospital apprentices of the second class 
have been enlisted and ordered home awaiting the open- 
ing of the new training station at Norfolk, where it is 
planned to establish a fourth Hospital Corps school.

The designation of companies within a regi- 
ment will correspond to the designations employed by Infantry 
troops of the mobile army. The designation of each unit te be 
organized will be announced to coast defense commanders in 
orders from higher authority. Skilled artillerists will be trans- 
ferred from Coast Artillery organizations ordered into the field 
to those remaining within the fortifications, their places being 
taken by men of lesser artillery experience or aptitude. These 
instructions will not apply to Infantry field eee prescribed 
in the Coast Artillery Instruction Order.

1. The use of civilian clothes by officers and enlisted men of 
the Army is prohibited; enlisted men will not be allowed to 
keep civilian clothes in their possession. 

2. Passes will not be given which permit soldiers to visit re- 
stricted districts after taps. 

8. Soldiers will be informed that the act of visiting houses 
of prostitution casts a slur on the uniform. 

4. At all large stations in this department, military pelice will 
be made use of, working in co-operation with the civil authori- 
ties. It will be the duty of the military police: (a) to see that 
liquor is not seld or given to soldiers; (b) to see that soldiers 
return to camps before 11:00 p.m., who have not special per- 
tmaission to the contrary; (c) to report to the authorities ail 
saloons or houses which sell liquor to soldiers in uniform; 
(d) to arrest all soldiers not in uniform or who are drunk or 
disorderly; (e) to report to Federal authorities all houses which 
sell liquor without Federal license; (f) to repert to municipal 
authorities all houses which sell liquor without municipal license. 

5. Commanding officers will place themselves in close co- 
operation with federal and municipal authorities. With a view 
to carrying out the above law and other federal and municipal 
laws pertaining to the two evils, prostitution and liquer, the 
non-enforcement of which is a detriment to the soldier, they will 
demand that these laws be enforced, as far as possible, under 
pain of removal of troops from the station. 

6. A Medical officer will be detailed from the command to co- 
operate with municipal sanitary department for the purpose of 
abating these evils. 

7. Commanding officers will make frequent reports to thess 
headquarters of their activities in dealing with evils of liquor 
and prostitution.

way than by the procurement and use of this machinery 
by which the forces it is contemplated to raise in connec- 
tion woth the European war can be armed at the proper 
time.” 
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The Secretary of the Navy has recommended to Con- 
gress a modification of the existing law which forbids ad- 
vance payment to contractors. The operations of this, 
he points out, has always resulted to the curtailment of 
the activities of contractors for the Government, who find 
it necessary to hold their proposals down to limits com- 
mensurate with their available capital. Mr. Daniels sug- 
gests that the Government be permitted to advance thirty 
per cent. of the amount agreed upon so that the con- 
tractor may handle the emergency contracts now being 
signed with more expedition. 
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The question of what relationship should exist between 
department commanders and the Nationa! Guard within 
the limits of their departments has arisen so frequently 
within the past few months that an Army board has 
been appointed to decide just what this relationship 
should be.

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ARRIVAL OF OUR TROOPS IN FRANCE. 

The safe arrival of a number of American transports 
at a port in France this week, bearing the expeditions 
of fighting troops from the United States, stands out as 
the highest achievement of its kind in the history of our 
Army and Navy. Our War and Navy Departments, 
as we have heretofore pointed out, have not been asleep, 
and plans were compl ted in every detail for the rapid 
and safe shipment of our forces. How thorougily thcse 
have been carried out, in the face of great obstacles, 
the safe arrival of the two expeditions fully demon- 
strates. The voyage was made through a danger zone 
infested with Teutonic submarines, yet so effective was 
the, convoy furnished by our Navy, that none of our 
transports fell a victim to the submarines. That the 
enemy was on the lookout goes without saying, for 
the arrival of General Pershing and staff abroad early 
in June presaged the early sending of troops of the 
line. The failure to send our transports to the bottom 
“was certainly not due to the ignorance of the enemy 
as to our purpose to send troops, or to any merciful 
restraint of German submarine commanders. It was 
simply a result of the masterly handling of the expedi- 
tion by our Army and Navy, and gives confidence for 
the success of future expeditions. 

Many tons of food supplies Lave already been landed 
in France, as well as millions of rounds of cartridges, 
and vast quantities of other equipment will be avail- 
able, so that the Army of the United States abroad will 
be entirely supplied frcm home, and will thus prove no 
burden to our Allies. Pessimists who have been pre- 
dicting that we could not even find ships enough of 
our own to send even a small expedition across the 
ocean, that we have no officer capable of handling even 
a division, and who have advanced many other ¢oleful 
predictions, can now take heart. American energy 
and resourcefulness will be found equal to every task. 


MAIL FOR FORCES ABROAD. 


Postmaster General Burleson announced on June 27 
that he has appointed Marcus H. Bunn of Washington, 
as United States Army postal agent in Europe. Rates 
on. Army mail to and from France have been reduced 
by the Department, so that the cost is the same as for 
mail between points in the United States. Branch and 
mobile post offices will be established in the field for de- 
livery and receipt of mail, the sale of stamps, and the 
issuance of money orders. 

United States postage stamps will alone be valid for 
the prepayment of postage on mail for the troops. All 
letters should be addressed to the division, regiment, com- 
pany, and organization to which the addressee belongs, 
but designation of the location of the unit will not be 
permitted. 

The proper address for officers and enlisted men of our 
Army who are serving abroad, and for others whose ad- 
dresses under present conditions are subject to sudden 
change, has not yet been definitely settled. According to 
information received from The Adjutant General’s Office 
a scheme is being worked out to meet the situation, which 
will probably be announced later. It was announced 
some time ago that officers and men in the command of 
Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., in France, should 
be addressed in care of The Adjutant General, Wash- 
ington, D.C., and that arrangements would be made with 
the Post Office Department to concentrate this mail mat- 
ter at certain points for forwarding, as has been done in 
the case of the Navy. The volume of mail matter ad- 
dressed to officers of the Army either in care of The Ad- 
jutant General or the War Department has been con- 
stantly increasing, however, and in view of the great 
pressure of the work attendant on the present war, efforts 
have been made to divert such mail so that it will reach 
the persons for whom intended without being forwarded 
through the War Department. It was suggested that it 
might be possible to address Army officers in accordance 
with their latest address in the Army List and Directory. 
This, however, is no longer possible since the discon- 
tinuation of the list for the present is announced this 
week, as noted elsewhere. Even when the list was 
issued its addresses were often not sufficiently up to date. 
For example, after the issue of the Army List for May 
and before the issue of June uppears, there are many 
changes in address of officers who are going abroad or 
are ordered to new stations. It is to be hoped that 
some satisfactory scheme will soon be worked out 
whereby the mail of our troops on foreign service or 
who are moving about may be promptly forwarded, 
without overburdening the already overworked staff of 
The Adjutant General‘s Office. 
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Following the example of the Navy Department, the 
Secretary of War has ordered that the distribution of the 
monthly Army List and Directory be discontinued until 
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further notice. It is explained that with the increasing 
number of officers arriving in France for duty with troops 
there, the information which could be derived by the 
enemy from the Army List would be of incalculable value. 
The issue of June 20 will not be distributed until fur- 
ther notice.

TO POSTPONE GUARD MOBILIZATION. 

It is probable that the orders for the mobilization of 
the National Guard in three increments, on July 15, 
July 25 and.August 5, respectively, will be rescinded or 
so changed as to call all the units on the same date. 
This will be done not because of any delay in the prep- 
aration of the camps, according to information received 
at the War Department, but bccause it is realized that 
the original plans would have worked an injustice on 
the officers of two-thirds of the state troops.: Under 
the National Defense Act officers of the National Guard 
take rank as of the date of their Craft into the Federal 
Service. It will be seen that, under this’ provision, 
the commissioned personnel of each grade in ‘the units 
called on July 15 would have ranked their associates 
in the same grade who were called on July 25 and 
both of these quotas would have ranked the last incre- 
ment, scheduled to arrive at their camps on August 5. 

The proposal now under consideration is to call all 
units which have received Federal recognition about 
August 5. Such organizations as are below the pres- 
eribed strength may be permitted to continue enlist- 
ments after reaching the training camp. 

The War Department announced on June 29 that 
instead of holding National Guard troops in their home 
quarters in the North after they are called out, they 
will be sent directly to southern camps. 

A site near Fayetteville, North Carolina, was approved 
by the Secretary of War on June 27 as the location of a 
National Guard camp in the Southeastern Department. 
There remain three sites to be chosen—two sites if the 
recommendation that a double camp be established at 
American Lake, Wash., is accepted.. 

While the National Guard organizations have suc- 
ceeded in gaining large numbers of promising recruits, it 
seems probable nevertheless that many organizations 
which are now acclaimed in the daily newspapers as up 
to war strength will be below the figure in duty-doing 
men -when the call comes. “Bookkeeping,” it is under- 
stood in some cases, plays an important part in the 
count. Some regiments are holding on to men with de- 
pendents, for the present, to swell the figures, instead of 
dropping exempt men in pursuance to instructions re- 
ceived some time ago from the War Department. MHold- 
ing on to the men in question is an unwise course, as it 
is much better to get down to rock bottom now than 
cause delay and possible confusion later. Some of the 
high figures given, we are informed, do not take into ac- 
count men who must be dropped on account of having de- 
pendents, and men who are entitled to discharge for ex- 
piration of time of service, physical reasons, etc. When 
these elemeuts are finally eliminated the so-called war 
strength in many cases will drop down considerably, and 
many additional new men will be needed. Returns from 
the War Department on June 26 show that all the states 
are well below their quotas and some of them are going 
backward in total strength. Figures reported to the War 
Department, complete for thirty-six states, the District 


. of Columbia and Hawaii, skow a net gain of 9,759 offi- 


cers and enlisted men during the period between June 10 
and 20. Ohio was ahead with a gain of 2.733, during 
the ten days, New York second with 1,298, Massachusetts 
third with 684. Connecticut reported a gain of 260; 
New Hampshire, 36; Maine, 8. Three states reported 
net losses. In Missouri the decline in total strength was 
145, and in Alabama it was two. Hawaii reported a net 
loss of seventy-nine. 





SHORTAGE OF GUARD SUPPLIES. 


‘The following circular letter sent from the Militia 
Bureau to the Adjutants General of all states, all prop- 
erty and disbursing officers and officers in charge of 
Military Affairs at Department Headquarters, shows the 
situation as regards supplies for state troops: 

“The Militia Bureau has gone thoroughly into the sub- 
ject of equipment for the National Guard and has made 
every effort to obtain supplies needed for National Guard 
organizations not in the Federal Service, but without suc- 
cess. The situation is as follows: 

“ (a) The stock on hand of supplies and equipment 
of all kinds is exhausted; (b) deliveries being made by 
contractors are required to meet demands from organiza- 
tions of the Regular Army and National Guard in Fed- 
eral Service. (c) No further issues or sales of Federal 
property can be made for the use of National Guard not 
in Federal Service. (d) All requisitions now in this of- 
fice are being returned. No more requisitions for use or 
sale need be forwarded. 

“All effort to obtain supplies prior to date of draft (as 
given in Militia Bureau letter of May 18) will be of no 
avail.” ; 

GUARD ENGINEERS IN SERVICE. 

Orders were sent to the military authorities of fif- 
teen states on June 22, as announced in our issue of 
June 23, advising them that sixteen companies of Na- 
tional Guard Engineers would be mustered into the 
Federal Service for assignment to duty in connection with 
the laying out of sites of National Army cantonments. 
One company will be assigned to each site and their 
immediate work will include a careful survey of the 
land with the preparation of plans showing the situation 





of the necessary buildings, sewers, water-lines, electric 
wires, etc. 

It is expected that, upon completion of this work, 
the companies will be relieved of duty at the canton- 
ments and returned to the National Guard divisions to 
which they are assigned in the general plan dealing 
with the organization of the state troops. Other work 
may develop, howeyer, upon which they may be detailed. 
The troops ordered into Federal Service include one 
company-each from Massachusetts, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Carolina, Georgia, Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Mississippi, Iowa, Kansas, Texas and Cali- 
fornia, and two from New Jersey. ‘They are the first 
organizations of this character called out since the be- 
ginning of the war. Two companies from North Caro- 
lina and’four from Ohio had been returned in Federal 
Service since last summer. 





ARMY SECOND LIEUTENANCIES. 


The lists of non-commissioned officers recommended 
for temporary appointment as company commanders in 
the National Army have not yet been completed, de- 
spite the fact that nearly two months has elapsed since 
the instructions regarding these designations were sent 
to every regimental commander. It is learned that the 
report from the Phillipine Department has just been 
received. A complete list of the non-coms recommended 
from Engineer regiments has been compiled and a few 
appointments have been made, according to report, 
though the names of the men involved have not yet 
been published. 

A complete report has been received of the result 
of the recent examination for second lieutenant, Philip- 
pine Scouts. Col. Truman O. Murphy (A.G.), who has 
charge of. this arm, is now engaged in arranging the 
names of the successful candidates in order of merit, 
so that appointments may be made as soon as possible. 
There are many important vacancies to be filled from 
these new officers. 

Nearly 1,200 applicants have enrolled for the exam- 
ination for second lieutenant in the Regular Army 
which will be held next month. There is some ground 
for the prediction that this may be the last examina- 
tion open to candidates from all sources. The action 
of the Marine Corps commanding officer in announcing 
that future promotions to the grade of second lieuten- 
ant would be confined (after the next list is completed) 
to “members of the fighting forces” may be taken as 
indicative of the sentiment in the War Department. 

Between fifty and sixty members of the Engineer Of- 
ficers’ Reserve who arrived at Fort Leavenworth two 
weeks ago with the other 1,200 men for a seven weeks’ 
course in military training, started Monday morning, tak- 
ing the examinations for provisional second ‘lieutenants 
in the Regular Army. Those who are fortunate to pass 
the examination will be immediately assigned to the Reg- 
ular regiments. Following the examinations the men 
will resume their training with the other Reserve officers. 
If any fail, they will complete their training and will 
take the final examinations in the reserve. The order 
for the examinations were received from the War De- 
partment at Washington on June 23. This is the first 
time that men from the reserve were permitted to take 
examinations for the provisional lieutenancy. 

Two hundred and fifty provisional lieutenants will ar- 
rive at Fort Leavenworth for a three months’ course of 
instruction at the Service Schools beginning July 15, ac- 
cording to an order receiyed at the post. It is reported 
that aside from this number several hundred others had 
been assigned to the July class and when the class be- 
gins its course it will be the largest class yet to be trained 
at Leavenworth. 
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MACHINE GUN BOARD REPORT. 

The report made by the board of officers headed by 
Brig. Gen. Francis H. French, U.S.A., which was 
ordered to conduct competitive tests of machine rifles 
at the Springfield Armory, is still on the desk of the 
Acting Chief of Staff, but the general import of its 
contents can be reliably predicted. The fact has become 
known that since the board was discharged an additional 
order for- 4,000 Lewis machine guns has been sent to 
the Savage Arms Company. In the letter accompanying 
the order the statement was made that the order was 
based on the findings of the board, especially with ref- 
erence to the “improvement in the weapon as recham- 
bered for American ammunition.” In the tests conducted 
at Springfield 22,000 rounds were fired in this type of 
weapon with only eleven stoppages from all causes. 
At the same time an order was given for several hun- 
dreds of additional Lewis guns with chambering to re- 
ceive British ammunition. These will be installed on 
the airplanes used for training students at the schools 
established under the direction of the Signal Corps. 

The factory now engaged in turning out the Lewis gun 
has reported that facilities have been completed for 
making a maximum of 1,600 per month. Deliveries 
of the arm, chambered for Springfield cartridges, will 
begin in July and the production is expected to be aug- 
mented soon afterwards until 2,000 per month can be 
turned over to the War Department. This is the larg- 
est production promised by the makers. It has been 
suggested, however, that a system of “farming out” éon- 
tracts for certain parts to other manufacturers and of 
assembling them at the main factory might result in a 
still further increase. A sub-committee of the Council 





of National Defense’s Advisory Commission is reported 
to have this suggestion under consideration. ' 
The machine gun board was composed of the following 


Army officers in addition to General French: Brig. Gen. 
Joseph T. Dickman, Col. Henry D. Todd, jr., ©.A.C.; 
Capt. Robert H. Willis, jr, S.C.; anc Capt. Richard H. 
Somers, O.D. Without exception, according to report, 
they have gone on record as expressing their endorse- 
ment of the Lewis gun. The report is expected to call 
attention especially: to the increased value of the arm 
when used with the American cartridge, which has a 
muzzle velocity of 2,700 feet per second against 2300 
for that used in Great Britain.

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NATIONAL ARMY CANTONMENTS. 


Letting of contracts forthe National Army canton- 
ments was completed on June 23. The last three con- 
tracts were awarded as follows: Annapolis: Junction, to 
Smith, Hauser and McIsaac, New York; Little Rock, 
James Stewart and Company, New York, and St. Louis; 
Yaphank, L.I., Thompson Starrett Company, New. York. 
The last named firm of contractors began work at Yap- 
hank on June 25. The training and parade grounds will 
be laid out and completed simultaneously with the erec- 
tion of a thousand two-story frame buildings, which are to 
be used as quarters for the 40,000 officers and men. The 
cantonment will-be completed by Sept. 1, at a cost of 
more than $3,000,000. 

The committee on supplies of the Council of National 
Defense has finished negotiations directed toward speed- 
ing up the equipping of cantonments_for a million men. 
Six weeks ago the Government needed for immediate de- 
livery 50,000,000 yards of duck for tents, motor truck 
coverings, leggings, haversacks, and other equipment. The 
duck mills of the entire country. were unable to produce 
more than 20,000,000 yards before the first of next Janu- 
ary. The committeé on supplies uncertook to get the re- 
maining material by encouraging manufacturers who were 
making carpets and other kinds of cotton textiles to turn 
their plants to making duck. Hundreds of looms were 
changed and builders’ stocks were altered so extensively 
that many mills without facilities for making yarns en- 
countered a serious shortage of them. - In order to avoid 
sharp rises in prices and the disarrangement of existing 
Government prices for duck, which would occur if the 
Government went into the market for 16,000,000 pounds 
of hard cotton yarn, the committee on supplies asked the 
yarn makers to mobilize their forces to help the mills. 
A yarn committee has been organized at a meeting of 
representatives of twenty major spinning manufacturers 
and dealers. This committee, composed of Andrew S. 
Webb, of Philadelphia, chairman, W. B. Moore, of York- 
ville, 8.C., and J. A. Mandeville, of Carrollton, Ga., with 
offices at 320 Broadway, New York city, will be charged . 
with the entire responsibility of adjusting the yarn sup- 
ply to the needs of the mills. 
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THE AVIATION PROGRAM. 


While opposing the idea of;a separate department for 
aeronautics, as provided in the Sheppard-Hurlbert bill, 
both the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
appeared before the Committee on Military Affairs of the 
Senate on June 25 to endorse heartily the $600,000,000 
aviation program described in our last issue. Both offi- 
cials declared themselves in favor of greater co-ordina- 
tion of the air services, but expressed the belief that the 
measure uuder consideration would tend to disrupt the 
plans already under way and therefore delay vital prep- 
arations. The Secretary of War is said to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the principal demand to be 
made upon this country will be for training machines. 
Twelve thousand of these will be needed in the coming 
year. It was decided that the bill to carry the above 
appropriation should be drafted by the War and Navy 
Departments jointly. 

Brig. Gen. George O. ‘Squier, C.S.0., U.S.A., and Chief 
Naval Constructor David Taylor, U.S.N., also appeared 
before the committee. As a result of their testimony it 
was reported that the separate department feature prob- 
ably will be abandoned, control of the air program being 
vested in the National Advisory Commission, the Air- 
eraft Production Board of the Council of National De- 
fense, and the Technical Board. 

The President has given his endorsement to the program 
under consideration in a letter to Secretary Baker, of 
which the following is an excerpt: “I have your letter 
about the production of aircraft and the training of men 
to operate them, and want to say that I am entirely will- 
ing to back up such a program as you suggest. I hope 
that you will present it in the strongest possible way to 
the proper committees of Congress.”

The Chief of Engineers, U.S.A., has decided that no 
further applications ior appointment in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps of that arm will be considered. This decision 
was reached when it became evident that the number of 
those who will be recommended for commission from the 
applicants already listed will far exceed the number of 
vacancies which will be available, so far as can be fore- 
told at this time. 
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The assignment of a number of colonels of Cavalry, 
Field Artillery and Infantry of the Army to command 
regiments, including both old and newly organized com- 
mands, were made by the War Department on June 22:

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US. TROOPS ARRIVE IN FRANCE. » 

The War Department at Washington receiyed,.the wel- 
come dispatches.on June 28 from “Major Gen. John J. 
Pershing and Major Gen. William L. Sibert,’ U:S.A., 
of the American expeditionary force in France, that all 
four centingents of the first force from this country had 
arrived safely at a French port and had been landed. 
The first cable announcement of the arrival of the troops 
was sent hy the Associated Press and official announce- 
ment was withheld by the War Department until it. was 
assured by official cables that all the four contingents, 
which were under General Sibert, were landéd safely, in 
order not to jeopardize the safety of other troop. trans- 
ports that might still be at sea. The last contingents 
arrived on June 27. The Associated Press cable an- 
nounced that the troops landed amid the frantic cheers 


of the people, who had gathered for hours before. Enthu- 
siasm rose to fever pitch when it was learned that the 


- transperts and convoys successfully had passed the sub- 


marine zone. The port was speedily beflagged in_honor 
of the occasion. All the troops were transferred to a 
camp not distant from the port, where General Sibert is 
installed. All the troops were reported in excellent con- 
dition, enthusiastic over the successful trip and their re- 
ception and eager for action. : - 

The U.S. troops that have arrived in France in the four 
contingents are Army Regulars and the Ist Regiment of 
Marines, under Col. Charles A. Doyen. This regiment is 
composed of picked men who saw active service in Santo 
Domingo, Haiti and Vera’Cruz. Before the departure of 
the Marines from the United States Major Gen. Com- 
mandant George Barnett had motion pictures and other 
photographs taken of the marines‘ as they started, to be 
used for historical and recruiting purposes. 

No official announcement has as yet been made.as-to 
what units from the Regular Army constitute the ex- 
pedition. The troops all went into camp at previously 
prepared sites, under arrangements made by General 
Pershing in conjunction with the French officers. Just 
what disposition will be made of the troops is not yet 
known. It is presumed, however, that they will first be 
instructed thoroughly in the new methods of warfare 
and may not be used on the firing line until other large 
contingents arrive. The French and British General 
Staffs in conference with General Pershing will finaily 
determine how and where the American forces will be 
used. ‘The troopships were convoyed over by a strong 
force of warships under command of some of the most 
efficient officers of the Navy. 

Officers and men of the U.S. Navy aboard the vessels 
which convoyed the transports were given shore leave 
and enjoyed visits to Paris and’ elsewhere, and were 
cheered and féted by admiring crowds everywhere. 

How the troops that went to France were assembled on 
board the transports and how the transports and their 
train were outfitted is thus described by the New York 
World: “Most of the work was done in various ship- 
yards from which the public was barred. But the 
subsequent shifting of coastwise liners about thé har- 
bor, their appearance in war paint and their fittings of 
lifeboats and rafts for a long ocean voyage were un- 
mistakable evidences of what was going on. ‘The re- 
guisitioning by the Government of its first transport 
fleet did not in any sense deplete the American mer- 
chant marine. Not a liner under the American flag 
carrying passengers to Europe was taken, yet the first 
step was to requisition twelve liners, all over 5,000 tons 
and most of them much larger. With them were taken 
several large freighters to carry the equipment and 
supplies. 

“Despite the hurried fitting out of the ships, the work 
was most carefully and minutely carried out. Wherever 
possible the comfort as well as the care of the men was 
considered. Instead of hammocks, wooden rack berths 
were installed for each man. On some of the larger 
vessels three decks were fitted out with berths. Several 
of the liners that were constructed for service in tropi- 
eal waters were already equipped with cold air plants. 
All of them were stocked with plenty of provisions of the 
best quality. Refrigerating plants on all the vessels 
were packed with beef and other meats, eggs, milk and 
fresh vegetables. Enough extra supplies were carried to 
last the crews on the return to this country. Coal also 
was taken for the round trip, so that there would be no 
drain on the supply in either England or France.” 


ADDITIONAL UNITS ABROAD. 


Ten units of American woodmen sent over by New Eng- 
land states and organizations to turn various forests of 
the United Kingdom into lumber have arrived on English 
soil, according to a cable message of June 27. The com- 
plete equipment of the units caused much surprise and 
occasioned a great deal of favorable comment. ‘The 
woodmen brought with them the necessary machinery 
and were fully equipped in every way, even to lubricat- 
ing oils. Their arrival found them ready to establish 
their sawmills and begin work at once. 

The London Daily News of June 26 announced that a 
small contingent of the United States Flying Corps ar- 
rived in England on the previous day. They were in 
civilian clothes, only distinguishable by a blue silk armlet 
bearing, in white letters, the words: “U.S. Flying Corps.” 

It was announced officially in Washington on June 27 
that there had arrived at a British port 125 experts sent 
by the United States to investigate European methods of 
aircraft manufacture. Included in the delegation are 
men of manufacturing, designing, engineering, military 
and naval experience and training. It will be the duty 
of this group to bring back to America as soon as pos- 
sible the latest and best information regarding European 
aircraft development, which will then be available for 
American manufacturers. Arrangement has been made 
through Allied Governments for the placing of expert 
American mechanics in the European aircraft plants in 
whose products the United States is interested. 

Alvan F. Sanborn, for many years correspondent in 
Paris for American newspapers, was notified at the home 
of his family in Marlboro, Mass., on June 27, of his ap- 
pointment as chief interpreter at General Pershing’s 
headquarters in France. Mr. Sanborn came to this 
country two weeks ago to receive from Amherst College, 
from which he graduated in 1887, the degree of doctor of 
literature. He served in the French trenches for several 
months until discharged for physical reasons. 


NOTES OF THE PERSHING EXPEDITION. 


Major General Pershing has taken up his residence in 
a fine old house in the Rue de Varenne, Paris, near his 
headquarters, which was placed at his disposal by Ogden 
Mills, of New York, who leased it before the war. The 
house formerly belonged to Prince Gortchakoff. 

Major Gen. John J. Pershing received a cablegram on 
June 23 from Henry P. Davison, of New York, chairman 
of the Red Cross War Council, with regard to the pro 
ress of the campaign in the United States to raise } mes 
for the Red Cross. The General cabled the following re-

Among the latest reinforcements to the American mili- 
tary mission in Paris is Major Harry Solon Graves, Chief 
Forester of the United States, who was commissioned a 
major in the Reserves when he volunteered to investigate 
forestry conditions in. France. 

The National War Work Council-of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is .mustering. every resource to 
hurry the preparation and equipment. of the Red. Triangle 
buildings to be placed at the ports:of-debarkation and at 
the American concentration camps in Franee. Deliv- 
ered on a pier in Brooklyn, N.Y., on June 23 was a 
rush consignment of. five tons of milk chocolate trans- 
ported by special truck from the factory at Dorchester, 
Mass., and 200,000 letterheads, with 100,000 envelopes, 
by truck from Sprmegfield, Mass. There were also 10,000 
pounds of sugar, 600 dozen packages of-biscuits, twenty 
barrels of flour, 20,000 packages of chewing -gun, 500 
folding chairs, ten folding organs.and thirty-five cases of 
athletic equipment. Space in a ship for the transporta- 
tion of these materials to France has been donated to 
the association. :

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THE TRAINING CAMPS. 
NATIONAL GUARD F.A. SENT TO CAMPS. 


To provide additional material and additional instruc- 
tors for the students in training camps who are to be 
assigned to the Field Artillery arm, National Guard Ar- 
tillery units comprising an equivalent of six regiments 
were ordered to various camps on June 25 by the War 
Department. Among the organizations included in the 
order were several not yet in Federal service, but the 
detail of these to the camps automatically called them to 
the colors. The students who had applied for commis- 
sions in the Field Artillery arm were grouped in bat- 
teries about a week ago, to begin the intensive part of 
their instruction. It is stated that the primary purpose 
of utilizing the National Guard regiments and battalions 
was to furnish material for the necessary drills and ma- 
neuvers. The officers on duty with these units, however, 
will serve to supplement the Regular Army officers as in- 
structors. At the same time the state troops will re- 
ceive the benefit of valuable practice. The call for the 
National Guard units was sent out without previous inti- 
mation and, for this reason, commanding officers were 
authorized to grant such furloughs as would enable their 
men to straighten out business and personal affairs.

THE NEW RESERVE TRAINING CAMPS, 


According to present estimates in The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, the number of men who will apply for ad- 
mission in the new series of Reserve Officers’ training 
camps will greatly exceed the quota of 16,000 allowed for 
the whole country. The response to the call has exceeded 
all expectations and the quality of the applicants, so far, 
has been very high. The War Department is again lay- 
ing stress upon the “square deal” policy which will be 
enforced absolutely in fitting men for commissions in the 
new National Army, The system of making officers is a 
merit system pure and simple. Let a man show his fit- 
ness to command soldiers, and who he is and who his 
friends may happen to be will count for nothing. In the 
matter of promotion his only friends will sit on the boards 
who examine on the score of manhood and mentality. 

One question frequently asked nowadays is what will 
be done with the Reserve Corps officers between Aug. 11 
and Sept. 1, the tentative date for the mobilization of the 
National Army. The question was answered in Wash- 
ington by Capt. Alfred W. Bjornstad, U.S.A., who said 
the students would be sent to the National Army canton- 
ments, where they would be placed at work under the 
commanding officer and would prepare the cantonments 
for the drafted men.

U.S. Field Artillery, arrived at Camp Funs- 
ton, Leon Springs, Texas, June 18. It is with. this 
unit of the Regular Army that the 400 student officers 
of Artillery are to pursue their course of study. 

Orders were received at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
June 18, for the establishment of a Signal Corps camp 
at. Leon Springs. The War Department ordered that 
fifty of the best experienced men of the Signal Corps 
division at El Paso be sent to San Antonio to form the 
nucleus of the new battalion to be-mobilized. The total 
membership of the Signal Corps camp will constitute 
the 9th Battalion of U.S. Signal Corps. :

CHICKAMAUGA MEDICAL TRAINING CAMP. 

The medical officers’ training camp in connection with 
the Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., division encampment is de- 
scribed in a letter to the New York Medical Journal. 
The camp is east of the post, just outside of the ground 
made historic by the battle of Chickamauga, fought in 
November, 186. The camp is composed of thirty-six 
frame buildings or cantonments; each will accommodate 
seventy-five men. Besides, there are accommodations for 
from 200 to 500 recruits, the Tennessee field hospital 
unit, and ambulance company of the National Guard of 
Tennessee. These two units are temporarily at the camp 
for instruction until the U.S. camp is fully organized. 

This camp is to include both student officers and en- 
listed men. The work of building the cantonments was 
to be completed about the end of June and the officers are 
on hand working out the details to be ready for their 
duties. 

The camp is under command of Lieut. Col. Henry 
Page, Med. Corps, U.S.A., with the following staff: Major 
R. L. Carswell; Capts. Mahlon Ashford, C. D. Cowles, 
Eugene C. Northington, Med. Corps, U.S.A.; Majors 
Roger Brook, Raymond C. Turck and S. L. Owen; 
Capts. Fred M. Fogle, A. D. Parce and H. S. French. 
Recruits to the number of 1,200 arrived up to the middle 
of June and by July 1 it is expected that there will be a 
total of 2,500 in the camp. These will be formed into 
four field hospitals and four ambulance companies, six 
regimental detachments, and sanitary organizations. The 
enlisted men are being organized in provisional field hos- 
pt companies of 160 men, provisional mule drawn field 

ospitals of 162 men, provisional motor ambulance com- 
panies of 238 men; and provisional mule drawn ambu- 
lance companies of 300 men. 


TRAINING CAMP NOTES. 

Major George E. Mitchell, 6th U.S. Cav., has arrived 
at the Signal Corps camp at Monmouth, N.J., for duty. 
There are about 600 men at this camp. Seventy one- 
story buildings to be used as barracks, storehouses, etc., 
are to be erected.

Major John Bigelow, U.S.A., retired, has been se- 
lected as commandant of the New Jersey state mili- 
tary camp, which will open at Princeton on August 25. 
The Major is a West Pointer, and an officer of experience. 
He served with the 9th U.S. Cavalry in the Cuban cain- 
paign in 1898, where he was wounded in battle. Cap- 
tain Brown and Lieutenant Massey, of the Canadian 
forces, are to be in charge of the practical instruction 
in trench warfare. Other instructors include Major 
Nelson B. Gaskill, Capt. James F. Dunphey, Capt. Sack- 
ett Dickinson and Lieut.

Capt. Herman J. Koehler, U.S.A., master of the 
sword at West Point, arrived at Plattsburg on June 25 
to begin the instruction of the 500 selected members of 
the camp in the use of the bayonet in modern warfare. 
On the same day thirteen French aviators arrived at the 
camp.

TRAINING CAMPS FOR NAVY RECRUITS. 


Work on the new training camps for naval recruits 
and reserves is being rapidly rushed to completion. Sev- 
eral large camps have already been completed, others 
will be finished in the next week or ten days, and sev- 
eral more will be ready for occupancy early in August. 
Including the camps for the Marine Corps, quarters 
will be provided for more than 80,000 men, and the ap- 
proximate cost will be $9,000,000. The selection. of 
sites for additional accommodations has had the atten- 
tion of Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, who during the past week has 
visited Gulfport, Miss.; Boston, Mass., and Newport, 
R.I. The work of construction is being done under the 
directicn of the Bureau of ¥ards and Docks, of which 
Civil Engr. F. R. Harris is chief. 

Camps have been completed, are now in course of con- 
struction, or will soon be begun at the following points: 


Philadelphia, for 5,000 men, completed; Newport, R.I., 
for 6,000 men, will be completed about July 1; Cape 





May, N.J., for 2,000 men, will be completed about Aug. 1;” 


Charleston, S.C., for 5,000 men, completed; Pensacola, 
Fla., for 1,000 additional men, completed; Key West, 
Fla., for 500 men; in course of construction; Mare 
Island, Cal., for 5,000 men; in course of construction; 
Puget Sound, Wash., for 5,000 men, work begun; Hing- 
ham, Mass., for 500 men, will be completed about July 1; 
New Orleans, La., for 500 men, will be completed about 
July 1; San Diego, Cal., for 2,500 men; will be com- 
pleted about July’ 1; Great Lakes ‘Training Station, 
Chicago; accommodations for 15,000 additional recruits. 
In addition, a number of small camps have been con- 
structed. 

The camp at Port Royal, S. C., for 5,000 men of the 
Marine Corps is practically completed, and the con- 
struction of the Marine Corps camp at Quantico, Va., 
providing for 8,000 men is well under way. Preparatious 
are being made for the erection of buildings at the 
Hampton Roads naval operation base, that will provide 
accommodations for 10,000 men. Arrangements have also 
been made to take over the Mississippi Exposition 
grounds at Gulfport, Miss., which, with the erection of 
barracks and other temporary buildings, will provide for 
about 3,500 men. At New York a camp for 300 enlisted 
men of the Navy will be built adjoining the navy yard, 
and a camp near Pelham, N.Y., for 5,000 reserves. 

Concerning this work Secretary Daniels said on June 
25: “When the camps now under construction or al- 
ready arranged for are completed, there will be ample 
accommodations ‘for all the recruits, enlisted men and 
reserves of the greater Navy, even when it reaches its 
maximum authorized strength of 150,000, in addition 
to the reserves and auxiliary forces. This large amount 
of construction demanded by the great number of en- 
listments is being carried forward rapidly under the 
direction of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, of which 
Admiral Harris is the chief, and the rate of progress 
being made is gratifying. In the camps every effort is 
being made to provide for the health and comfort of 
the men. Barracks are being placed in groups with 
mess halls to accommodate 1,000 men. Generally the 
buildings are single story, of wooden construction, heated 
by steam and lighted bx electricity. The exteriors are 
covered with boards and battens or drop siding and the 
interior sheathed to make them warm in winter and 
cool in summer. The men will receive the best of food. 
Cold storage warehouses, capable of taking half a mil- 
lion pounds of meat each, will be provided. Each camp 
will have its hospital with modern facilities. Amuse- 
ments in the way of tennis courts, baseball fields and 
moving picture shows will be available at each camp. 

“Having in view the health of the men, the system of 
detention camps now in effect in the Navy for newly 
enlisted men will be adopted for all camps. By this sys- 
tem the chances for an epidemic of any disease are 
reduced to.a minimum. After men are enlisted they 
are placed in detention camps, small buildings of the 
bungalow type, each providing quarters for a squad 
leader and a squad of nine men. The men are kept in 
the detention: part of the camp for about thirty days 
under observation to ascertain whether any incipient 
disease may develop. Owing to the rapid increase, the 
Navy doubling in numbers in a few weeks, this deten- 
tion has not been possible at every station, but as soon 
as work under way is finished this policy will be rigidly 
earried out. Those who prove to be in good health 
after the detention period are then. moved to the main 
camp, and for a period of thirty days or more are kept 
under observation, owing to the possibility of the de- 
velopment of some contagious or infectious disease con- 
tracted by their handling old clothing or articles retained 
in their possession from the time previous to their en- 
listment. In the main camp the men are drilled reg- 
ularly and given a general training to fit them for the 
Naval service. After this course of training is com- 
pleted, the men are given another examination, and are 


then assigned to ships or other duties for which they 
appear to be particularly fitted.” 
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TO REDUCE HAWAII NATIONAL GUARD. 


Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, has found himself in the anomalous posi- 
tion of endorsing a recommendation for the reduction 
of at least one section. of the forces being raised under 
his supervision. This section comprises the National 
Guard of Hawaii, which was planned to include ulti- 
mately four regiments of Infantry, four companies of 
Coast Artillery, one company of Engineers, one troop 
of Cavalry and one company of Signal Corps. The ag- 
gregate strength of these units would total about 10,000 
men, and both Brig. Gen. Frederick S. Strong, com- 
manding the Hawaiian Department, and General Mann 
agreed that this was too high a proportion of the popula- 
tion of the islands (125,000 excluding Asiatics). General 
Strong recommended that the National Guard forces to 
be raised in his department be reduced to two regi- 
ments of Infantry, one troop of Cavalry, one company 
of Engineers, one company Signal Corps and two com- 
panies of Coast Artillery, totaling about 3,000 men. ° He 
based this view on the opinion that the best interests 
of the Nation would be served if the greater number of 
Hawaiian men turned their activities toward food pro- 
duction. 

The Hon. J. K. Kalanianaole, delegate from Hawaii 
in the House of Representatives, on June 23 called the 
attention of that body to the question of the islands’ 
defenses. He said: “I have said that while Hawaii 
stands our Pacific mainland coast is safe from invasion. 
But much must be done by both the Army and Navy 
to bring the fortifications and military establishments 
and the naval base on the island of Oahu up to that per- 
fection of efficiency that a genuine preparedness pro- 
gram should demand. While much has been done, taken 
as a whole the fortification of Oahu is yet in its in- 
fancy. We need military roads, more forts, the biggest 
guns, a submarine base, a fuel-oil station, more bar- 
racks, an aeroplane fleet, a fleet of up-to-date warships 
with destroyers and submarines with permanent station 
in Hawaiian waters, repair shops and gun shops. Such 
a preparedness program is an investment for the entire 
nation.” 

In a recent letter to Delegate Kalanianaole, General 
Mann paid tribute to the patriotism of the Hawaiians 
and called attention to the fact that if the plans for their 
Militia forces were carried out “the territory would main- 
tain probably a larger quota of National Guard to its 
total population than any other state or territory in 
the United States.” 
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REPORT ON S.S. MONGOLIA ACCIDENT. 


A report on the fatal accident on the S.S. Mongolia 
on May 20 in which two Red Cross nurses were killed, 
was made public on June 27 by the Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs which conducted an investigation into 
the accident. The report was chiefly concerned with 
the brass mouth cups, the bursting and boomeranging 
of which it will be remembered caused the fatalities. 
The report reads: 

“The committee believes that despite the fact that 
there were many reasons to believe no trouble could 
or would arise from the use of these brass cups, the tests 
made at the Indian Head proving grounds should have 
been made with the brass mouth cups, especially when 
there had been a change, however slight, in the fuse 
and the addition of a tracer. The committee believes 
that if this experiment had been made the unfortunate 
accident on the Mongolia and the many premature ex- 
plosions would have been prevented. As far as possible 
tests should be made under precisely the same condi- 
tions as obtain in the Service. "When the Navy De- 
partment did this it promptly discovered the trouble 
and as promptly remedied it. ‘'Ehe committee desires 
to commend the Navy Department for its wisdom in 
promptly recognizing that some trouble existed in the 
use of the six-inch gun and its prompt and efficient ef- 
forts to ascertain the source of the trouble and the 
remedy which the committee believes has been applied. 
The committee made a thorough examination of the 
guns, ammunition, shells and fuse and believes they 
are as good and efficient as an; possessed by any naval 
power or as good and efficient as can be obtained. 
The committee made a most searching inquiry, but 
was not able to ascertain any trouble occasioned by 
the-use of this ammunition or gun except in the firing 
of the six-inch shell.” 
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GROUNDING OF THE U.S.S. OLYMPIA. 

It seems uncertain at this writing whether the U.S. 
protected cruiser Olympia, which ran aground on 
Cerberus Shoal, twenty-six miles from Block Island, R.I., 
on Monday, June 25, at 4:30 p.m., can be saved or not. 
Her position after she grounded was, according to un- 
official: reports, a very dangerous one, and there were 
some holes in her hull which let in water. Her crew 
when the condition of the ship was found to be perilous, 
was taken off in small boats and after being transferred 
to-larger war craft which arrived in answer to wireless 
calls for help, was sent to Newport. The actaul posi- 
tion of the Olympia is twenty-six miles from Block Isl- 
and, at the entrance to Gardiner’s Bay, at the eastern 
end of Long Island. ‘The ship is about twelve miles 
from New London, Conn., and six and a half miles from 
the nearest point of land on Long Island. ‘Wrecking ves- 
sels and warships stood by the Olympia and ammuni- 
tion, guns and stores and many fittings were taken off 
the ship in order to lighten her, so that endeavors might 
be made to float her. At last accounts she was still hard 
and fast aground. No statement of any kind as to the 
grounding of the ship had been made by the Navy De- 
partment up to the time we went to press. 

The only casualty was that of Chief Mach. Mate Wil- 
liam M. Babb, whose home was in Reading, Pa. He was 
killed by a falling hatch just as he was going on deck 
when the ship grounded. The deceased would have com- 
pleted eight years’ service on July 1, 1917. 

The Olympia had been stationed in the upper bay at 
New York, off Staten Island, on patrol duty. until afew 
days ago, when she proceeded to Newport _to make ar- 
rangements for target practice. At New York she was 
the flagship of the fleet controlling shipping and before 
that she had been flagship of Division One, Squadron 
One, of the Scout Force of the Atlantic Fleet, with head- 
quarters at Charleston, S.C. The New York Herald 
reports that when the Olympia ran aground on Cerberus 
Shoal, in broad daylight, the weather at the time was 
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hazy, but not thick, and the speed of the boat was nor- 
mal for clear water. 

The Olympia was a famous ship, having been the flag- 
re of Admiral Dewey at the battle of Manila Bay in 


_ The keel of the Olympia was laid at San Francisco 
in 1892 and the ship was first placed in commission in 
1895. She displaced 5,865 tons and carried a complement 
of 446 men. She was 340 feet on the waterline, had a 
maximum draught of twenty-five feet, and her 17,000- 
horsepower was capable of making 21.69 knots.- She 
carried four 8-inch guns, ten 5-inch guns and four 6- 
pounders for saluting. ? 

The Olympia when she returned to New York with 
Dewey aboard in 1899 received, with the Raleigh, one 
of the most remarkable receptions ever accorded a war- 
ship in any of our harbors. Before ‘theing sent to Charles- 
ton as flagship for the scout force of the Atlantic Fleet 
the Olympia had been serving as a training ship. Soon 
after a state of war against Germany was declared she 
was sent to New York. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The fact that Admiral William B. Caperton, U.S.N., 
was received with Lonors at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, on 
June 23, shows that a United States squadron has taken 
up patrol work on the South American coast as was pre- 
dicted would be done when we entered the war. Several 
thousand Uuited States bluejackets were given liberty in 
Rio de Janeiro on June 25 and carried little Brazilian 
flags. Everywhere they were cordially welcomed. The 
Brazilian seamen gave a picnic June 26 to the Americans 
at Mount Corcovado. 





Contracts for 200,000 windproof shirts have been 
awarded by the Navy Department to C. Kenyon and Com- 
pany, of New York, and S. Eisner Company, of Red 
Bank, N.J., each firm to furnish half of the entire allot- 
ment. These garments are part of the special uniform 
to be furnished American sailors on submarines, subma- 
rine chasers, destroyers and other craft on which the men 
are greatly exposed. The uniforms were designed by the 
Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, and the 
contracts call for windproof and rainproof garments, with 
cemented and strapped seams, 

Woolen manufacturers representing a number of lead- 
ing mills met on June 25 with Navy officials to arrange 
for supplying the materials needed by the Navy Depart- 
‘ment. “It was announced at the conference,” Paymr. 
Gen. Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., said later, “that the 
Navy has arranged for all the wool needed for the manu- 
facture of uniform cloths, and this has been done in a 
way that will conserve the supply in this country and not 
reduce the quantity available for the needs of the civilian 
population.” The Navy will require, beginning Jan. 1 
next, approximately 1,000,000 yards of eleven-ounce 
woolen cloth, 1,000,000 yards of eighteen-ounce and 
50,000 yards of heavy thirty-ounce fabric. All the wool 
needed will be supplied by the mills, thus keeping the 
Navy requirements out of the market. 

As a result of the yisit of Assistant Secretary of the . 
Navy Roosevelt a-d Rear Admiral Palmer, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, to’ Newport, it was announced on 
June 25 that the new barracks there for naval recruits 
will be abandoned and turned over to the Naval Hospital. 
The reason for this decision is that-the building was 
found to be within a few feet of the contagion ward of 
the hospital and on land undesirable for the purpose. A 
new site will be chosen and another building constructed. 
The naval hospital requires more room. The disagree- 
able feature of this situation is that there will be further 
delay in getting the naval recruits into their new quar- 
ters. Many of them are now quartered around Newport. 

By order of Mayor Burdick, of Newport, R.I., seven 
houses, alleged to be illegal resorts, were closed on June 
25. Naval guards were stationed in front of each place 
to see that the orders of the Mayor were obeyed and pre- 
vent any member of the Navy from entering. The action 
was taken by the Mayor, after a conference with Gover- 
nor Beeckman regarding the recent letter feom Secretary 
Daniels, protesting against conditions which he said en- 
dangered the morals of thousands of recruits. 

A new division of sanitation has been established in 
co-operation with the Public Health Service to super- 
vise sanitary arrangements at navy yards, stations and 
training camps. The Public Health Service has loaned 
the Navy fifteen sanitation experts, one to advise with 
the commander and medical corps of each naval district. 

Bids will be cpened by the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department, for the construction of the pro- 
jectile branch of the Navy armor plant and projectile 
establishment to be erected at Charleston, W.Va. The 
buildings include a machine shop, foundry, forge shop, 
heat-treatment plant, lavatory, and locker rooms. Comdr. 
Frank H. Clark, U.S.N., has charge of the construction. 

The address of the U.S. Naval Hospital at Las Ani- 
mas, Colo., has been changed to U.S. Naval Hospital, 
Fort Lyon, Colo. This change has already been author- 
ized by the Secretary of the Navy to date on July 1, 1917. 
The Post Office Department will establish a post office 
there, and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
will also change the name of their station from Rixey to 
Fort Lyon. 

The U.S. destroyer Shaw, whose keel was laid Feb. 7, 
1916, at the navy yard at Mare Island, Cal., has been 
commissioned and has made a record run from the Pacifie 
and through the Panama Canal to the Atlantic coast. 
She made the run of approximately 5,858 miles-in four- 
teen days ten hours and twenty minutes. The Shaw, 
with less than five days’ preliminary shaking down work 
at sea. left the Pacific coast on May 25 at ten minutes 
past four in the afternoon and arrived at her destina- 
tion on the Atlantic coast at half-past two in the morn- 
ing of June 9, making the following records on the way: 
Four hundred and eighty-seven miles, 24 hours 6 min- 
utes; 2,954 miles, 174 hours 30 minutes; 1.785 miles, 
91 hours 18 minutes. Her average cruising speed was 
eighteen knots; including stops, her average was 15 410 
knots. Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, has 
written a letter of commendation to her commander 
under whose supervision the destroyer was constructed. 
“The Shaw’s immediate readiness for service after her 
completion is a matter_of great satisfaction to the De- 
partment, and the Department extends its commendation 
to all who had to do with the construction of the Shaw,” 
wrote Mr. Daniels. 

In his annual report as Commissioner of Docks of 
New York city, Commissioner R. A, C. Smith advocates 
better facilities in the way of naval landings in the 
North River, which he points out are urgently needed 
for officers and men of the U.S. Navy and of visiting 
fleets and for the proper handling of the crowds who 
desire to visit warships during naval reviews. “The 

present arrangements could hardly be worse,” he says. 
“Upon the arrival of a visiting fleet at the present time 
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it is necessary for the Dock Department to improvise 
landing stages at various points along the North “River 
by the driving of piles and the moving of them to tem- 
porary boat stages. This is an expensive, cumbersome 
and highly unsatisfactory method of dealing with the 
situation, but it is the only possible solution so long as 
the city has no provision for permanent naval landings. 
It is proposed to construct at least two naval landings 
in permanent form, one at Seventy-ninth street and the 
other at Ninety-sixth street, which can be used at al 
times as public landing stages. : 

The International Mercantile Marine has established 
recruiting offices at 9 Broadway, New York city, for 
former Navy men who desire to enroll for service on 
patrol vessels. ‘Thousands of civiliams can find good 
berths in this service. Comdr. F. N. Freeman, U.S.N., 
head of the Special Board for Patrol Vessels, thinks for- 
mer Navy men are ideal for such service. All enlisting 
ean be promised immediate service aboard the large fleet 
of patrol vessels purchased by the Mercantile Marine, 
acting as the Government’s agents. Those who cannot 
apply personally can make arrangements by writing to 
the steamship company or to Commander Freeman at 
9 Broadway, New York city. 

A craft of unusual proportions and singular use was 
launehed at the Charlestown Navy. Yard on June 21. It 
was the first torpedo testing barge (No. 1) ever con- 
structed by the U.S. Navy. The strange craft, somewhat 
resembling a large house-boat, slid from the ways and into 
the water to an accompaniment of whistles from the sur- 
rounding craft, while the navy yard band played ‘The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” Sylvia Simmers,. little daughter 
of Naval Constr. Clayton W. Simmers, U.S.N., was spon- 
sor for the barge, and standing beside her mother, she 
broke a bottle of ginger ale across the bow. The barge 
will proceed at once to Newport, where it is to be sta- 
tioned. Immediately after the launching, and upon the 
same ways from which the barge had been released, the 
keel was laid for a new fuel ship, the constructien of 
which will be rushed. The first rivets of this ship were 
driven by Frank N. Lyon, Hyland Lyon and Clayton 
Simmers, after which the workmen began operations. 

Henry R. Rea, of Pittsburgh, has presented his yacht 
Monaloa to the Fourth Naval District, for use by the 
Naval Coast Defense Reserve Force. She is 137 feet 
ever all and fifteen feet beam. She is a flush-deck 
vessel, and is powered with two 300-horsepower, six-cyl- 
inder air-starting speedway gasoline motors, which drive 
the boat at a maximum speed in excess of eighteen miles 
per hour. Monaloa was built in 1909 by George Lawley 
and Son Corporation, of Boston. 

The following well-known yachts have been commis- 
sioned recently in the United States Navy as auxiliary 
cruisers: Aphrodite, Corsair, Kanawha H., Noma, Sul 
tana and Vedette. . 

It is officially announced that the Swedish torpedo 
cruiser Clas Uggla has stranded in a gale on Borth Hor- 
noesand and her crew abandoned her. The Clas Uggla 
is 223 feet long and displaces 850 tons. She was built 
in Stockholm in 18 

Comdr. Miller Freeman, Naval Militia, state of Wash- 
ington, is authorized to proceed with the organization of 
five divisions of Naval Militia in accordance with. the 
following schedule: One division at the University of 
Washington at Seattle, Wash.; one division at the city 
of Bellingham; one division at the city of Tacoma; one 
division at the city of Everett; one division on Willapa 
harbor. They will be formed into a provisional battalion 
to be known as the 3d Battalion, Naval Militia of Wash- 
ington, and all members thereof enrolled in the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers at the earliest practicable date. 
The divisions composing this provisional battalion were 
ordered into the Federal service and placed in a mobiliza- 
tion camp for training and instruction, such camp to be 
established at the State University in the city of Seattle. 

The U.S.S. Idaho will be launched to-day (June 30) 
at the yards of the New York Shipbuilding Company, 
Camden, N.J. Miss Henrietta A. Simmons, grand- 
daughter of Governor Alexander, of Idaho, will act as 
sponsor. The Idaho is one of the three dreadnoughts 
authorized in the Act of June 30, 1914. Her sister ships 
are the Mississippi (launched Jan. 25, 1917) and the 
New Mexico (launched April 23, 1917). The Idaho meas- 
ures 600 feet over all, has a breadth of ninety-seven feet. 
four and a half inches and a mean draft of fifty feet. 
Her engines are geared for twenty-one knots cruising 
speed. Like the Arizona and Pennsylvania, her main 
armament will include twelve 14-inch guns in four tur- 
rets of three guns each, but in the case of the Idaho 
they will be fifty calibers long instead of forty-five. The 
secondary battery consists of twenty-two 5-inch guns 
and the defensive armament is completed by two 21-inch 
torpedo tubes. The contract for this vessel was let No- 
vember 9, 1914, construction began on June 30, 1915, and 
the keel was laid January 20, 1915. : 


Following on the protests made by Secretary Daniels to 
the Governor of Rhode Island against moral conditions in 
Newport in the neighborhood of the naval training sta- 
tion, seven illegal resorts were closed by order of Mayor 
Burdick, of Newport, on June 25. It will be recalled that 
a year ago mention was made in these columns of the 
conditions at Newport, objection being mage then par- 
ticularly to the saloons adjacent to the Government land- 
ing and which Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight and 
Comdr. R. Z. Johnston, U.S.N., in personal appeals to 
the License Commissioners requested be moved. Little 
co-operation, it appears, has been available between the 
naval authorities and the city officials. Particularly 
damaging evidence obtained by Commander Johnston, of 
the training station, relative to illegal sale of liquor to 
minors has resulted now and then in a spasmodic attempt 
to warn the dealer. The peculiar condition appears at 
Newport of the Navy being on the defensive instead of 
receiving co-operation which would be expected from a 
city that valued the location of such a naval center in 
its midst. The saloons at the Government landing, which 
Admiral Knight was promised would be moved this 
spring, are still doing business. 


MARINE CORPS NOTES. 


It is safe to predict that the enlisted strength of 
the Marine Corps will reach the authorized limit of 
30,000 men by July 15. On June 28 the official total 
was given as 26,288, and the estimate from this source 
has always been conservative, to say the least. Enlist- 
ments continue to show the effect of the tremendous 
amount of publicity resulting from “Marine Corps 
Week.” 

Examinations have been ordered to fill the vacancies 
in the commissioned personnel of the Marine Corps re- 
sulting from the ultimate increase of the enlisted 
strength to 30,000. These vacancies will be filled first 
by the temporary advancement of permanent officers and 
then by the promotion of officers holding temporary com- 
mission. Temporary advancement resutling from the 
increase in the enlisted strength is restricted to the 





grades below lieutenant colonel, which will show. the 
following increases: Majors €2, captains 164, first lieu- 
tenants 139, and second lieutenants 139. All appoint- 
ments to fill these will be temporary. 

Six hundred and sixty-six men have been designated to 
take examinations for appointment as second lieutenants 
in the U.S. Marine Corps. The first of these examina- 
tions, which began on June 23, is of non-commissioned 
officers of the corps. The others will be held on July 2, 
July 5 and July 16. It is understood that all those who 
pass will receive either temporary or permanent appoint< 
ments. The principal examinations will be held in 
Washington, but those residing in other sections of the 
country will be examined at local points in order to save 
the expense of transportation to Washington.

A Marine Corps pay office has been established at 
Atlanta to handle the accounts of the detachments sta- 
tioned at Charleston, Pensacola, New Orleans and Paris 
Island (Port Royal). Capt. Russell B. Putnam, U.S. 
M.C., will be in charge with Paymr. Clerk F. S. 
Persons in charge of disbursements. 

The confirmation by the Senate of the nomination 
of Capt. Frank T. Evans, U.S.M.C., retired, to be 
a major on the active list with rank from May 25, 
1917, marks the end of an unusual case. The Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs of the House favorably reported 
the bill in 1915 to restore him to the active list, the 
Senate Committee having taken similar action two 
years previously. Captain Evans was retired for dis- 
ability in 1905. A complete rest improved hsi health 
wonderfully, and he was later passed by an insurance 
company as physically sound. He will rank as an 
additional number after Major H. C. Reisinger. 

Former Congressman Edwin Denby, of Detroit, per- 
haps the most distinguished American to enlist in the 
ranks since our entrance into the war, has won his 
initial promotion. During the past week Private Denby 
was promoted to the rank of corporal in the Marine 
Corps, having headed the list of applicants in a com- 
petitive examination open to all members of his com- 
pany at Port Royal, S.C. He is a native of Detroit, 
was a member of Congress from 1904 to 1911, and was 
for years head of the Detroit Board of Commerce.

Organization of the new Division of Sanitation which 
has been established in the office of the Surg. Gen. of the 
Army, has been rapidly compelted, the experts detached 
from the Public Health Service being assigned to their 
new duties within the past week. It is the belief of the 
Surgeon General that the division will be one of the most 
valuable adjuncts added to the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery tn past years.

At Boston, Newport, Norfolk, Chicago and other places 
extensive bacteriological laboratories are being established 
under expert advice in order that the personnel assigned 
to these places may have the advantage of this type of 
investigation. Another innovation which is expected to 
have admirable results is the establishment at Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Washington, Chicago and San 
Francisco of courses, authorized by the Surgeon General, 
designed for the instruction of new members of the Navy 
Medical Corps. Laboratory and other work of special 
importance to medicos of the Navy is included in the 
courses, which are under the direction of prominent mem- 
bers of the medical profession in each of the cities named. 
Experts from- the Rockefeller Institute are assisting in 
many cases. 

Hospital schools for members of that corps are in op- 
eration at Newport, San Francisco and Chicago. The 
Hospital Corps already numbers more than 6,000 and the 
total personnel desired will soon be attained. Columbia 
University, in New York city, is rendering valuable as- 
sistance through a special course for members of the 
corps. 

Surgeon Richard C. Holcomb, U.S.N., will leave on 
July 1 for a tour of the naval stations at Charleston, 
Port Royal, Pensacola, Gulfport and New Orleans, for a 
final inspection of the extensions which have been made 
and to prepare for the opening and equipment of the 
medical departments at those stations.

ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 


The legislation passed by the House on June 25 which 
will permit promotions to the rank of captain in the 
Army Medical Corps without the five years service now 
required, will affect all first lieutenants in the corps 
whose commissions date subsequent to June 3, 1916. All 
of the “1914 men” will be promoted this year, having com- 
pleted the three-year service formerly required. These 
officers number sixteen and run down to and including 
William G. Guthrie. They have all been examined for 
the higher grade. The same may be said of the lieuten- 
ants commissioned in 1915, except that in the ordinary 
course they would have had to wait another year-for their 
promotion. ‘There are twelye men holding commissions 
dated May, 1916, and thirteen others who date prior to 
June 3, 1916. It was on the latter date that the five- 
year service requirement went into effect. All lieuten- 
ants following John S. Gaul should be vitally interested 
in the legislation now under consideration. However,

NAVAL ACADEMY ADVANCED GRADUATION. 
Annapolis, Md., June 28, 1917. 

One hundred and ninety-nine of the Naval Academy Class of 
1918—tthe second class to be graduated in three months—re- 
eeived their diplomas from Secretary Daniels to-day, June 28, . 
a year ahead of schedule time. They will be ordered to duty 
at once. On account of the need of officers occasioned by the 
war, the graduates lost nearly a year of the usual period of 
training, but the work has been intensive during the last six 
months and devoted to the subjects of greatest practical value, 
The class is the largest that has ever left the Academy, and was 
preceded last March by the next largest class, ineluding 182 
members, so that the institution has graduated nearly 400 mid- 
shipmen within three months. The student body is badly de- 
pleted, but within a month the new class will number about 800 
and bring the student body up to more than its usual number, 

After prayer by Chaplain Sydney K. Evans, and the addresses 
by Superintendent Eberle and Secretary Daniels, the Secretary 
handed the graduates their diplomas. The seven “stars,’’ begin- 
ning with Joseph W. Paige, the first honor man, were handed 
their diplomas in. order of graduating merit. It fell to the lot 
of several fathers of graduates to present the diplomas to their 
own sons, this courtesy being extended to them by Secretary 
Daniels. Among these were Brig. Gen, W. M. Wright, U.S.A., 
Med. Dir. Francis W. F. Wieber, U.S.N., and former Adjt. Gen, 
ae S. Macklin, now’ commanding the Maryland Naval 

ilitia, : 

Secretary Daniels in his address to the graduates expressed 
his congratulations on the caliber of men the war has brought 
under their command, and enjoined them to uphold the proud 
traditions of the U.S. Navy—to be always ready, and to go to 
duty “dauntless and unfearing, confident of victory and ready 
for any sacrifice, even the supremest. And as you go out of 
here,’’ Mr. Daniels added, ‘‘the hopes and faith of your country- 
men, will be with you in the vigils of the night and in the perils 
of the sea. When the break came your naval comrades were 
the first in action. They and you are an assurance to the 
republic that the Navy of to-day will do its part as it did in 
the days of Jones, Perry, Farragut and Dewey.” 

Secretary Daniels paid tribute to Lieut. Clarence C. Thomas, 
the first Navy officer to lose his life in the war, and the men 
of his gun’s crew; to the work of the destroyer flotilla, and 
to Vice Admiral Sims, Rear Admiral Glennon and Admiral 
Caperton for their work as representatives of the country and 
the Navy abroad. 

In addressing the graduating class, Capt. Edward W. Eberle, 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, said: ‘It affords me 
genuine pleasure to state before this distinguished company that 
the members of the Class of 1918 accepted their new and sudden 
responsibilities and their advanced academic duties with cheer- 
fulness, energy and earnestness of purpose—like officers. and 
gentlemen. The advanced graduation of two classes from the 
Naval Academy within a period .of three months is unpre- 
cedented—but these are unprecedented times, and we are in 
the midst of a world's war. The academic work you are miss- 
ing here can be made up by hard and conscientious study— 
and gentlemen, you should consider yourselves most fortunate 
to receive orders to active service in the Fleet at this critical 
period, with the opportunity for wonderful sea experience and 
sea training under the stern conditions of war. 

“This opportunity comes to you at the very beginning of 
your commissioned service—and what an opportunity for prov- 
ing your metal, your character, your ability, your fidelity, and 
your devotion to duty. At all times and under all conditions, 
put forward your best efforts to equip and prepare yourselves 
to meet any duty and any emergency that may come to you— 
and always bear in mind that knowledge of the sea and of the 
law of nations, nautical skill and the art of war, undying 
loyalty, resolution of purpose, and a fine sense of honor are the 
requisite and commanding qualifications of a naval officer. 

“Gentlemen, go forth from your Alma Mater to active service 
afloat, with unflinching courage, valiant heart and glorious spirit 
—firmly resolved to do your full part in this momentous struggle 
of nations—which struggle our beloved country has entered 
with all her soul and all her strength to uphold her sacred, 
unswerving principles of liberty, justice, national righteousness 
and freedom of the seas. And may the near future see us sail- 
ing together, perpetuating the best traditions of the naval ger- 
vice and fighting the good fight for our God and our country!” 

The simple ceremonies of graduation began on Sunday morn- 
ing when Chaplain Sydney K. Evans, U.S.N., delivered the 
baccalaureate sermon. The garden party at the home of 
Captain Eberle on Monday afternoon and on Wednesday eve- 
ning the dance given by parents of the graduates for them are 
the only social events of the week, and there are no drills or 
practical exercises. No members of the Board of Visitors will 
come to Annapolis. 

Profound solemnity accompanied the preaching of the sermon 
by Chaplain Evans to the graduating class, on Sunday. 
The fact that the graduates will, without doubt, go immediately 
into the peri] and dangers of the great world war had its re- 
flex in the services of the day. There were few visitors from 
abroad, in sharp contrast with the usual gay and large company 
of friends and relatives who are here in June Week. The mid- 
shipmen choir rendered the music. The graduates looked very 
officerlike in their neat white uniforms. The new Fourth Olass- 
men in their khaki suits formed under the galleries. Capt. E, 
W. Eberle, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, and Capt. 
Louis M. Nulton, Commandant of Midshipmen, sat in the front 
rows near the First Classmen. Over the altar were hung the 
National and Naval Academy colors, supported by great ferns 
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on either side. On the pulpit was a miniature stand of the 
Stars and Stripes. 

The chaplain’s text was, “God, whose I am, and whom I 
serve’ (Acts 27:23). He said that St. Paul, who wrote the 
text, if alive to-day would have little in common with the ostrich 
patriots who may still here and there be found under the name 
of pacifist, which may mean anything from a mere mental twist 
to the worst forms of moral cowardice; Like ourselves, St. Paul 
lived in a military age. The spirit and the struggle is the 
same as in the former days. The time for half measures is 
past. With our.Allies we are in for a fight to the finish. As 
a free people we could not have remained indifferent to the 
oppression of others. Our flag waving on a battle front on 
European soil has a new meaning, symbolizing not ‘merely the 
lofty aims, the sacrifice and fidelity of the founders of our re- 
public, but our own determination to prove worthy to-day. At 
the fountain-head of the Navy the Naval Academy is proud onée 
more to prove her title in time of national need. No institution 
at home or abroad can boast a more illustrious one. The Acad- 
emy has full confidence that the new graduates will measure 
up to their responsibilities. The service closed with the mid- 
shipmen singing ‘Eternal Father, strong to save,” followed by a 
prayer “for those in peril on the deep” and the hymn, “God 
be with you till we meet again.” During the service Midship- 
men M. R. Day and A. H. Page, jr., sang “Thy will be done”’; 
Midshipmen Day and W. D. Kloman sang solos in the Ze Deum. 

Sunday evening the American Seaman’s Friend Society, fol- 
lowing the custom of many years, presented a Bible to each of 
the graduates. The presentation was made through the Rev. 
George S. Webster, secretary of the society. 

The members of the graduating class inspected the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard and ordnance ships on Monday, under direction 
of Comdr. John W. Greenslade, head of the Department of 
Ordnance. 

Capt. and Mrs. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., on Wednesday after- 
noon entertained at the Superintendent’s quarters the 199 
midshipmen of the graduating class. The function included 
a reception, garden party and dance. The ample lawn in the 
full leafage of June gave additional attraction to the enter- 
tainment and the dancing rooms were profusely decorated 
with flowers. The guests were introduced by Lieut. Comdr. 
John W. Downes, aid to the Superintendent. There was no 
formal reception party, but the wives of the officers on duty 
assisted Mrs. Eberle in receiving and in serving refreshments. 
Members of the Naval Academy band furnished music 

The chief event of Wednesday was the dance given by_the 
mothers of graduates. As no official functions are permitted 
to the midshipmen during the war times, the ball had to be 
enjoyed outside of academic limits, This was happily arranged 
by the courtesy of the authorities of St. John’s College, who 
put the gymnasium at the disposal of the hostesses of the mid- 
shipmen for the evening. 

The Class of 1918 has presented to Prof. Adolph Tovorsky, 
bandmaster of the Nayal Academy band, a handsome gold medal 
of unique design, sffictly nautical in its embellishments and 
insignia. The presentation was made at the reception on Tues- 
day afternoon, given by Capt. and Mrs. Eberle. The class presi- 
dent, Midshipman Styer, made the presentation, and Mrs. Eberle, 
telling the recipient that the gift was worthily bestowed, pinned 
the medal to the uniform of Professor Tovorsky. The medal 
is a large sunburst of embossed gold. In the center is a golden 
lyre set with a small diamond. In blue enamel is the inscrip- 
tion: ‘Presented by the Class of 1918, United States Naval 
Academy. Above, at either side, are two dolphins with pearl 
eyes. Professor Tovorsky has composed and dedicated a most 
musical and catchy march to the Class of 1918. 

Large additions are being made to the new Fourth Class. 
Many candidates who were to begin their tests for admission 
as midshipmen on June 27 at various points throughout the 
country left Annapolis for their several places of examination.

THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 

The House on June 25 passed H.R. 4897, to amend the 
National Defense Act, by adding the following proviso: 
“Provided, That during the existing emergency lieuten- 
ants in the Medical Corps of the Regular Army and of 
the National Guard shall be eligible to promotion as cap- 
tain upon such examination as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War.” This bill is recommended by the Sur- 
geop General, with the approval of the Secretary of War. 
The object of the bill is to amend the present law so as 
to make a lieutenant in the Medical Corps eligible to 
promotion as captain, during the existing emergency, 
without the requirement of five years’ previous service. 
Under the construction placed upon existing law it is 
impossible for an officer in the Medical Corps of the Na- 
tional Guard to be promoted to a captaincy for the next 
four years. Chairman Dent said: “When the bill was 
originally introduced it only provided for the promotion 
of officers of the National Guard called into the Federal 
service, and the Surgeon General has asked me to amend 


the bill so as to apply to the Regular Army as well on 
account of the necessity for officers.” Mr. Dent said 
that as regards the present pay status of enlisted men of 
the National Guard now at camp trying for the O.R.C., 
it was intended to take that matter up this week in order 
to adjust the difference in salaries paid for camp attend- 


ance. The Guardsman is not receiving the $100 now paid © 


to civilians. 

The Senate Committee on Public Health report on 
S.J. Res. 67 to fix the status of officers and members of 
the Public Health Service when serving with the Coast 
Guard, the Army, or the Navy; with amendments so 
that it will read: “That when officers and other persons 
of the U.S. Public Health Service are serving on Coast 
Guard vessels, or are detailed in time of war for duty 
with the Army or Navy in accordance with law, they 
shall be entitled to all the rights, privileges, benefits, and 
allowances, including rights to pensions for themselves 
and widows and children, if any, as are now provided 


for officers and persons of ‘corresponding grade and length 
of service in Coast Guard, Army, or Navy, as the case 
may. be, and shall be subject to the laws prescribed for 
the government of the service to which they are: respec- 
tively detailed.” 

The House on June 27 passed the Rivers and Harbors 
bill, carrying a total appropriation of $27,796,150, by a 
vote of 205 to 182. The bill provides, among others, for 
the completion of a 40-foot channel through Hell Gate, 
which is to cost $35,000,000, and also provides for suit- 
able aproaches to docks. This will give the East River 
the same depth as the Panama Canal. It provides for 
double entrances and’ exits to and from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard for all classes of ships. 

The House on June 23 amended and passed 8S. 2453, 
to authorize condemnation. proceedings of lands for mili- 
tary purposes. 

A letter from the Secretary of the Navy in relation to 
the bill H.R. 292, purporting “to proyide for the uniform 
selection and purchase of fuel to be used in the United 
States,” closes with this paragraph: “In view of the 
embarrassment which would result to the Navy through 
the enactment into law of bill H.R. 292—or any similar 
bill which would deny to the Navy Department the right 
and duty to fix the standards of coal and its purchases, 
or of the design and installation of equipment in which 
the Navy’s fuel must be used—it is recommended that 
H.R. 292 be amended so as to exclude the purchases of 
the special character coal necessary for the Navy and 
fuel-burning equipment for the Navy.” 

The Secretary of the Navy submits an additional esti- 
mate of appropriation for pay of professors and others, 
Naval Academy, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, 
in the sum of $25,000.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 








Twenty-seven officers of the N.Y.N.G. on June 28 took the 
riding test of sixteen miles in three hours required by the 
Regular Army examining board, which has been holding ex- 
aminations of all Guard officers commissioned since the Na- 
tional Defense Act was passed last year. Those riding as- 
sembled at Squadron A Armory and received directions for 
the course around the Central Park reservoir. The rule that 
the officers must cover about sixteen miles in three hours 
meant that they would have to ride ten times around the 
reservoir road. After the ride they were again physically 
examined. The results of the examinations of the Guard 
officers will be forwarded to the War Department.

Two companies of military police are being organized at 
division headquarters, N.Y.N.G., in New York city, as provided 
in the Tables of Organization for the U.S. Army, 1917, En- 
listment in these two units is limited to men of special qualifi- 
cations. Preference will be given largely to college men, ex- 
pert horsemen and men who speak French fluently. Cooks, 
saddlers, horseshoers and mechanics are needed, The aggre- 
gate maximum strength is 382 officers and men, The com- 
missioned officers provided for are one colonel, one major, three 
captains, three first lieutenants, two second lieutenants and 
three medical officers; total, thirteen. There will be sixty non- 
coms., two field train wagons, 332 riding horses, eleven mules, 


298 rifles, and 316 pistols provided for the two companies, 
Adjutant General Warfield, of Maryland, in orders dealing 
with the coming draft of the National Guard of the state into 
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the Federal service says, in part: ‘‘The National Guard will be 
the only body of troops that- will carry the state designation 
throughout this. great war, which fact should impress every 
officer and man with the pride with which the citizens of their 
state will follow them. This opportunity is taken to express 
the utmost confidence in the National Guard of Maryland and 
to express the undoubted belief that it will represent the state 
of Maryland in a manner that will reflect» credit upon the 
National Guard and state,’’ 

Capt..A. T. Valentine, Maine N.G., has ‘been given au- 
thority by Governor Milliken to recruit six batteries of heavy 
Artillery in the state. The batteries will be reeruited im 
Bangor, Lewiston, Augusta, Presque Isle and two in Portland. 
One hundred and ninety men to a battery will be enlisted. 

The National Guard of the New England states in Federal 
service are being gradually removed from patrol duty on rail- 
road, factory and other property—the removahto be completed 
by July 3.. The governors of all the New England states have 
been” notified and other guards will be substituted.

9TH COAST DEFENSE COMMAND, N.Y.—COL. J. J, BYRNE. 


Quite a difficult problem presented itself to Cel. John J. 
Byrne, commanding the 9th Coast Defense Command, N.Y.N.G., 
4n the armory on the night of June 22, on the occasion of the 
review by Brig. Gen. Oliver B. Bridgman and the governors of 
the Army and Navy Club of New York. The command had 
such a large turnout that it was practically impossible to 
maneuver it properly in the drill hall. So following the re- 
view by General Bridgman, in which twenty platoons of six- 
teen files each managed to squeeze into the drill hall and go 
past the reviewing party, the regiment had to march out in 
the street, in order that the remainder of the program could be 
carried out properly. The review was under command of 
Colonel Byrne, and in addition to the twenty platoons of rifles 
and the hospital detachment there were four companies of 
recruits in civilian dress.

In addition to the review there was a very handsome close 
order drill by the 2d Battalion, under Major Miller, and an- 
other handsome event was the evening parade, under Major 
Lewis M. Thiery. The 16th, 19th and 23d Companies, under 
Major Robert 8. Allyn as fire commander, gave an Artillery 
drill with the heavy ordnance, and the signal detachment, 
under Lieut. M.,W. Force, gave an exhibition of signaling. 
General Bridgman, in some brief remarks to the officers, praised 
Colonel Byrne’s command after the exercises on its great suc- 
cess, and thanked the Colonel for the compliment paid to him- 
self and the directors of the Army and Navy Club.

With simple ‘ret impressive ceremonies the bronze memorial 
tablet placed in the historic rock wall built at Fort Leaven- 
worth as a protection against Indian depredations long ago 
was unveiled and formally presented to the U.S. Government 
by the Capt. Jesse Leavenworth Chapter, D.A.R., on June 14, 
Hundreds of persons from city and post attended the un- 
veiling. The wall is one of the few remaining landmarks of 
the original army encampment located at Fort Leavenworth. 
When the old masonry rampart was erected the post was really 
a fort, and the officers in command built the barrier as a pro- 
tection against hostile Indians. It is due to the work of the 
Jesse Leavenworth Chapter that the wall was not torn down 
several years ago by the War Department. The members of 
the society saved the landmark from destruction and marked it 
with the bronze tablet which was unveiled and presented to 
the Government Thursday. The Disciplinary Barracks band, 
under charge of Major Ryther, played. Rev. Stephen Butcher 
gave the invocation.

Mrs. Effie Hyatt Van Tuyl, regent of the 
chapter, made the speech of presentation, which was responded 
to by Col. M. L. Walker, post commandant. The unveiling cere- 
mony was unusually beautiful. The wall itself was covered with 
a growing mass of blooming roses, and Capt. A. B. Warfield 
had draped the tablet with American flags in an effective man- 
ner. Flowers and wreaths were laid at the foot of the wall, in 
tribute to the memory of General Leavenworth and his com- 
rades who founded the post, by Misses Carey Walker, daughter 
of Col. and Mrs. M. L. Walker, Gertrude Hannah, daughter of 
Capt. and Mrs. J. G. Hannah, Miss Elizabeth Lloyd and Miss 
Edith Carroll.

At the end of two weeks those students who expect to enter 
the Infantry will continue a more thorough course on the 
range, while those who will be Cavalry and Artillery men will 
take up similar work with the service revolver.

Capt. R. J. Maxey has been ordered to return 
to his regiment at Douglas, Ariz., and his place will be taken 
by Capt. R. G. Pick. He is in command of the 4th Company 
at the training camp.and while he will retain his command he 
will be assisted by Lieut. E. B. Inglis, 18th U.S. Inf. Lieut. 
H. H. Morris has been ordered to the camp as assistant in- 
structor.
